Victoria Abril began 
her career at 15 years 
old, playing a trans- 
sexual boy in a film by 
Vicente Aranda, who 
also directed her most 
recent U.S. release, 
Lovers. In the interven- 
ing years, Abril has 
made over 60 films, re- 
ceived several Span- 
ish Oscars, a French 
Oscar nomination, and, 
for Lovers, earned the 
Best Actress award at 
the Berlin Film Festival 
She takes on roles 
about the strange ex- 
tremes of passion—a 
preference that landed 
her in Pedro Almodó- 
var's last two movies 
(Tie Me Up! Tie Me 
Down!, High Heels) 
and at the center of a 
public uproar, 

In Tie Me Up! Abril 
plays a B-movie starlet 
kidnapped by a man 
who has loved her 
from afar and whose 
love-sick persistence 
wins her over, A stylish 
send-up of Beauty and 
the Beast, the film was 
nevertheless assailed 
in the United States as 
a prescription for kid- 
napping and rape—an 
idea that made Abril 


roll her eyes. "We tried 
to show something that 
happens in life,” she 
said. “It's not advice.” 
Abril has been be- 
fore American audi- 
ences three times in 
the last two years—a 
record the envy of 
many American ac- 
tresses—and for the 
first time, she is con- 
sidering Hollywood 
scripts. During her re- 
cent trip to the States, 
we talked about mov- 
ies and real life: "Film 
is fiction: One can make 
a story about a kid- 
napper without telling 
the audi- 
ence to 


be one. Fiction is not 
something that viewers 
agree with and mimic. 
The audience has its 
references and opin- 
ions; it judges the film. 
In Lovers | play a 
woman who is coura- 
geous, but with a diffi- 
cult, desperate moral- 
ity. In order to portray 
her, | don't have to rec- 
ommend that women 
be like her." Sex, art, 
and porn for women: 
"In America there's so 
much fuss about sex 
in art, but you can turn 
on the TV and pay for 
sex movies. And then 
you see nothing of the 
men—it's so machista 
They have those black 
dots over their cocks. 
That's such a dark 
view of sex, it can't be 
healthy." Why good 
girls don't do sex 
scenes: “То be a 
‘smart’ actress іп the 
US., you can't talk 
about sex or passion, 
only ‘love.’

Basic In- 
stinct is like Sea of 
Love [with Ellen Barkin 
and Al Pacino], with 
the twist that the 
woman is homosexual.

It's a pity 
your rating system is 
50 intolerant. In Europe 
we have ratings, but 
directors have final 
cut, not producers or 
studios.

It was Test Day of the 
International Motor 
Press Association— 
the day when all the 
automakers park their 
products in the pits 
with the keys inside, 
and invite auto Jour- 
nalists to drive them 
around the Pocono 
Raceway in Pennsyl- 
vania. Two laps maxi- 
mum in any vehicle is 
the rule—which gen- 
erally works fine, Trou- 
ble was, I'd done at 
least 20 in the GMC 
Truck Syclone pickup, 
and nobody 


could get me out of it. 

“Wouldn't you like to 
drive a Porsche?" one 
of the marshals said as 
| came in for the oblig- 
atory pit stop. 

“What about a 
Mercedes 500 SL?” 
suggested another. 

"A Corvette?” some- 
one else offered in 
desperation. 

| just shook my 
head and went blast- 
ing out for yet an- 
other few laps. 

Trucking had never 
been like this before. 

When GMC Truck 


brought out the 
Syclone in early 1991, 
| was prepared to ig- 
nore it. If they 
couldn't even spell the 
name right, | figured, 
how the hell could 
they make a good 
pickup? Let alone 
one costing $27,000 
(that's no typo). 

| figured wrong. 
There is something 
about a pickup that 
can do zero to 60 in 
4.6 seconds (again, 
no typo) that makes 
spelling irrelevant. 

The Test Day 
course consists of 


two 
tightly curved road 
tracks that crisscross 
the infield as well as 
a hefty section of the 
outer speed track. 
Perfect. There is a 
particular satisfaction 
in going into a power 
drift around a hairpin 
bend in a quarter-ton 
truck. You've got the 
thing behaving like a 
race car, yet it's un- 
deniably an open-bed 
pickup, and that disso- 
nance between phy- 
sique and perfor- 
mance is exactly what 
makes it so exciting. 


My only problem 
came on the speed- 
way portion of the 
course. Some ethical 
monster at GMC 
Truck had decided to 
put a governor on the 
engine so that it 
would cut out at about 
120 miles per hour. 
So having blown away 
the Porsche and the 
Corvette on the 
curves, | had to watch 
them catch up in the 
rearview mirror. Then, 
in the nick of time, 
we'd get to the curves 
again and—whoosh— 
bye-bye, babies! 

The Syclone is built 
on a lowered 
modified version 
of the Sonoma 
chassis, with an 
engine modified 
with Corvette parts. A 
turbocharged 4.3-liter 


V-6 to be precise, 
producing 280 horse- 
power at 4,200 r.p.m 
and 350 pound-feet 
of torque at 3,600.

Trouble is, with that 
quarter-ton payload, 
there's not much else 
you can do in the 
low-slung Syclone.

may be why many 
people were opting 
for the similar-looking 
Sonoma GT, which 
takes far longer to do 
zero to 60 (8.5 sec-

So for 1992, GMC 
Truck decided to up 
the ante and put the 
Syclone's power plant 
onto a Jimmy chas- 
sis, going for the pric- 
ier sports-utility mar- 
ket. Now they had a 
four-seater. They put 
in leather seats, stuck 
in some flashy colors 
(the Syclone originally 
came in any color you 
wanted, as long as it 
was black), added 
$3,000 onto the Sy- 
clone's price, and 
called the new hot-rod 
truck the Typhoon,

the Syclone on the 
track—the extra 
weight gives il a com- 
paratively sluggish 
zero-to-60 time of 6.5 
seconds—but on the 
market, it could and it 
did.

The 56-year- 
old veteran-turned-farmer 
sent for some magazines 
offered by an anti-censorship 
group. His sexual tastes 
happened to run in the 
direction of young men and 
boys, but he had never 
bought an illegal item of 
obscenity or committed any 
other crime. The postal 
service—which is supposed 
to deliver the mail, not read 
it—had gotten his name from 
a mailing list because he 
had once ordered copies 
of a magazine called Bare 
Boys, which were entirely 
legal at the time. 


The postal service con- 
ducted a complex scam in 
which it pretended to be an 
anti-censorship lobbying 
group. After 34 months of 
continuous inducements, 
Jacobson finally ordered a 
magazine entitled Boys Who 
Love Boys, When it was 
delivered, he was arrested 
Jacobson pleaded entrap- 
ment, arguing that he never 
would have ordered the smut 
if the government hadn't 
persisted in its solicitations. 
The jury convicted Jacobson 
and he appealed. 

In a surprising decision, 
the Supreme Court reversed 
Jacobson's conviction. A 
five-judge majority, led by 
Justice Byron White, cited 
an old case which had said 
that "a person's inclinations 
and fantasies ... are his 
own and beyond the reach of 
government.” 

The court condemned the 
type of sting used, stating, 
“The government not only 
excited petitioner's interest in 
sexually explicit materials 
banned by law, but also 
exerted substantial pressure 
on petitioner to obtain and 
read such material..." It ~ 
concluded that “law-enforce- 
ment officials go too far when 


they implant in the mind of an 
innocent person the disposi- 
tion to commit the alleged 
offense and induce its 
commission in order that they 
may prosecute.” 

To no one's surprise, Chief 
Justice William Rehnquist and 
justices Antonin Scalia and 
Anthony Kennedy joined 
Sandra Day O'Connor's 
dissent, which argued that no 
one made Jacobson buy the 
magazine, and that he was 
responsible for his own 


„actions. If there were any 


abuses by the government, 
O'Connor concluded, then 
the “jury is the traditional 
defense against arbitrary law 
enforcement." But a Nebras- 
ka jury can hardly be counted 
on to protect the rights of a 
man whose fantasies lean 
toward young boys. It is the 
role of the Supreme Court to 
protect unpopular, even 
deviant, views from govern- 
mental overreaching. 

A balance must be struck 
between the legitimate needs 
of law enforcement in using 
stings to ensnare criminals 
who would commit crimes 
even without government 
inducements, and the illegiti- 
mate creation of crimes by 
governmental inducements 
directed against those who 
would remain law-abiding if 
the government left them 
alone. The line is difficult to 
draw, but a sting directed 
against a fantasizing farmer 
who had never broken the law 
clearly falls on the side of 
governmental overreaching. 

It is not the proper function 
of law enforcement to 
manufacture crime or to test 
the virtues of citizens. There 
are enough real temptations 
in the world for all of us to 
resist. There is no good 
reason for the government 
to tempt us into sin by 
repeatedly provoking our 
Curiosity about the taste of 
forbidden fruits. 


FIGHTING 
BACK

s Teller, of Penn and 

Teller, reminds us: “Rape 

predates home videos by 
thousands of years.” 

He's right, for it would take 
a lot of hocus-pocus to make 
us believe that movies cause 
crime. No sorcerer can forge 
the link between reading or 
thinking about committing a 
crime and doing it 

The most exciting magic 
takes place, of course, in the 
privacy of our minds, and no 
government can censor that. 
But each crime wave, each 
disturbance in domestic 
harmony, brings on a new 
wave of censors, zealots 
looking for the quick fix. 
Today is no exception. 

The Senate Judiciary 
Committee is about to vote on 
a particularly foolish, but very 
dangerous, piece of legisla- 
tion. The Pornography Victims 
Compensation Act (S1521) 
would hold producers, dis- 
tributors, and sellers of 
so-called "obscene" material 
liable for sex offenses that 
“were foreseeably caused, in 
substantial part, by the sex- 
ual offender's exposure to the 
obscene material.” Organi- 
zations representing the arts, 
civil liberties, and entertain- 
ment are opposing the bill. So 
is the National Organization 
for Women New York State 
Committee. 

The sponsors of the bill 
have falsely, and perhaps 
cynically, determined that this 
piece of legislation will help 
curb violence against women, 
However, the bill gets the 
criminal off the hook by 
permitting the victim to sue 
the book publisher. Marilyn 
Fitterman, president of New 


York State NOW, believes 
"the result would be to inhibit 
writers from writing—even 
some articles that we may 
want to print in our state 
newspaper (discussing, for 
example, birth control and 
abortion] might be suspect, 
and the effect would be a 
‘chilling out' of educational 
information.” 

First Amendment battles 
have been going on for a long 
time. It is in the battle over 
unpopular forms of expres- 
sion that the very foundations 
of American democracy have 
been grounded. What Justice 
Potter Stewart wrote, speak- 
ing for the U.S. Supreme 


D. Н. Lawrence did not 


cause adultery, just as 
murder mysteries do not 
cause murder, nor do spy 
novels cause espionage. We 
all wish for the magic potion 
to stop crime and to end all 
forms of violence, but 
censorship is not that balm. 
In 1970 President Nixon's 
Commission on Obscenity 
and Pornography spent two 
years and $2 million looking 
for the link between erotica 
and crime. Its report con- 
cluded; “There was no 
reliable evidence . . . that 
exposure to explicit sexual 
materials [causes] delinquent 
or criminal sexual behavior." 
In 1986 President Reagan

Lady Chatterley's Lover, from 
the novel by D. H. Lawrence, 
is as relevant today as when 
he drafted his opinion: 

"The D. H. Lawrence 
classic could not be pro- 
scribed on the ground that it 
‘portrays adultery as proper 
behavior,’ What New York has 
done . . . is to prevent the 
exhibition of a motion picture 
because that picture advo- 
cates an idea. . . . Yet the 
First Amendment's basic 
guarantee is of freedom to 
advocate ideas. The state, 
quite simply, has thus struck 
at the very heart of con- . 
stitutionally protected liberty.” 


tried again to establish a 
reason for censorship, but 
even his Meese Commission 
on Pornography failed. 

Erotica does indeed offend 
many people, but there is a 
difference between thought 
and deed. Pictures and 
words about sex, or even 
about violent acts, are not 
acts themselves. We should 
be wary of the possible 
damage to the First Amend- 
ment if we confuse them.

In hindsight, there are only 
two reasons to go to film 
school. The first: It sounds 
fun, The second: You have to 
go if you want to make films. 
The “sounds fun" bunch are 
now in law school, working in 
talent-agency mail rooms, or 
reading scripts for studios 
and/or producers. The others 
are either slaving over their 
screenplays, waiting tables, 
or scrounging to make short 
films, music videos, and even 
industrials. 

For those who want to reap 
the benefits of film school, 
here are a few high angles: 
Make friends with those who 
run the equipment-checkout 
room, the projection rooms, 
and the editing suites. Don't 
chum with the administration. 
Their hands don't get dirty, 
only their thoughts on how to 
get more school donations. 

My closest friends at 
N.Y.U. Film School were the 
equipment-room supervisor, 
the projection-room manager, 
and the editing-suites super- 
visor. These three guys were 
my pals. They allowed me 
more time with the sweetness 
of production. They had more 
pragmatic power than even 
the dean, who didn't do 
jack-diddly-sit-or-squat for my 
film, or any of my pals’, for 
that matter. Know only those 
who count. Take that to the 
film festival! 

Another tip is to use an 
experienced cinematogra- 


pher—even if you have to pay 
for a professional. You 
don't go to film school to give 


student cinematographers 
their shot; the better the film 
looks, the better the. director 
looks. To N.Y.U., which is 
totally against using profes- 
sional cinematographers: You 
pay for my movie, and I'll give 
a shot to an N.Y.U. shooter! 
Call it cheating; | call it 
avoiding the aggravation of 
an out-of-focus film.

Just as in the real world

one is there to help you—not 
the professors, the adminis- 
tration, or the students. It's all 
about sweating it out on 
your own. 

In the beginning I'd written 
a script called Made in 
Japan—the story of a 
Japanese comic who comes 
to New York seeking fame. My 
professor wouldn't okay 
any of my drafts, claiming

Forty-three drafts of Made 
in Japan and a lot of sweat 
later, | came up with Parker's 
Picture—the story of Parker, 
a film student, trying to make 
Made in Japan.

In the wake of Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's anoint- 
ment as the world's biggest 
movie star—we're talking 
box office, not just biceps— 
Hollywood studios have 
been engaged in a mad 
scramble to discover the 
next hunk of bankable beef- 
cake. Take a number and 
stand in line: Even marginal 
athletes like wrestlers Hulk 
Hogan and Rowdy Roddy Pip- 
er and ex-football player 
Brian Bosworth have been 
given shots at becoming 
macho marquee idols. 

Aside from Schwarz- 
enegger, the current kings of 
action-adventure films—in- 
cluding Chuck Norris and 
newcomer Jeff Speakman— 
exhibit what now appear to 
be the two requirements of 
the genre: a knowledge of 
the martial arts and abso- 
lutely no acting talent. 
As Schwarzenegger has 
shown, charisma alone can 
suffice, and he's got plenty 
to spare. So does a B 
named Jean-Claude Van 
Damme, who appears 
poised to jump ahead of 
them all in the race to out- 
muscle Arnold. 

A former European karate 
champ, Van Damme spent 
the last six years starring in 
a string of cheapo martial 
arts movies that made buck- 
ets of money. In 1991 he 
played a pair of combative 
twins in Double Impact, 
which quietly grossed $35 mil- 
lion in the United States and 
will probably rake in an ad- 
ditional $50 million world- 
wide. Throw in some aston- 
ishing videocassette sales, 
and it's easy to see why 
Carolco Pictures is confident 
that its $23 million produc- 
tion of Universal Soldier— 
which stars Van Damme as 
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a half-robot half-human— 
will end up as one of this sum- 
mer's biggest hits. 

To borrow a line from a 
well-known Austrian body- 
builder, trust me now and be- 
lieve me later: Van Damme is 
about to become a major 
star. Like Schwarzenegger, 
he has a sculpted body, a 
strong screen presence, a 
sly sense of humor, and a pro- 
nounced accent (his is 
French). The one edge he 
has on Arnold is his age. At 
31, Van Damme is 14 years 
younger and much further 
along in his film career than 
Schwarzenegger was at the 
same point. 

"| don't know if I'll ever be 
as popular as he is, but be- 
ing compared to the No. 1 
guy is a compliment to me,” 
Van Damme says. “Arnold's 
charming, not afraid to 
make fun of himself, a 
strong promoter, and very, 
very intelligent—that's why 
he's so successful.” 

The same can be said of 
Van Damme, who has tireless- 
ly plugged his films all over 
the world, thereby building 
up an international following. 
He's very bright about publi- 
cizing himself. These days 
it's difficult to find an article 
or TV report about him that 
doesn't refer to “the Muscles 
From Brussels" or “Van Dam- 
mage.” 

“| made up both of those 
nicknames, and they seem 
to have worked. | also made 
up another one that didn't: 
‘Wham, bam, thank you, Van 
Damme,’ " he laughs. 

Van Damme is smooth as 
opposed to slick, and wom- 
en have definitely taken no- 
tice of him: Cosmopolitan 
and Playgirl both rated him 
one of the ten sexiest men of 
1991. It's easy to understand 


why. He's ruggedly hand- 
some in a boyish way, and 
has a gentle sense of humor. 
On-screen he looks like a gi- 
ant, but he's barely five foot 
ten, weighs 185 pounds, 
wears glasses, and con- 
ducts himself like a cheery 
college professor. He's thor- 
oughly approachable, and 
vows to remain so. 

"The first movie | ever did 
was a film called Rue Barbar 
that was shot in Paris—l 
played a bad guy," he says. 
“Movie stars are more acces- 
sible in France. They work 
on the streets, and during 
breaks they'll go off for cof- 
fee with a friend. They lead 
normal lives, and | like that. 
The French are cooler about 
making movies than the Amer- 
icans. Here it's like every- 
thing's done in hiding; it's 
very plastic.” 

Unlike most of his action- 
oriented colleagues, Van 
Damme was always more in- 
terested in becoming a mov- 
ie star than a star athlete. He 
recalls being a small, sickly 
child with bad vision who 
spent an inordinate amount 
of time going to the movies. 
“What | remember most is 
that we were poor," he 
says. "Brussels is a beauti- 
ful city filled with museums, 
but it's not like any town in 
the U.S., where kids have 
computer games and TV. 
We had nothing. We had the 
street, the school, and 
sports.” 

When Van Damme was 
11, his father—a florist and 
accountant—enrolled him in 
akarate class in hopes of giv- 
ing his son some self-confi- 
dence. The plan worked. "I 
enjoyed the training a lot—it 
was like a religion for me,” 
Van Damme says. “Му coun- 
try didn't have karate for

kids, so | trained with adults. 
| grew up quickly by listen- 
ing to their conversations 
and by sparring with them. 
They kicked my ass almost 
every day—I was very light— 
but after a few years of train- 
ing hard and growing, | got 
very strong and started to 
hold my own.” 

By the time he was 16, 
Van Damme had shot up 
and was no longer a Brus- 
sels sprout. He was also the 
city's karate king. At that 
point, he began studying bal- 
let. After a couple of years, 
Van Damme began perform- 
ing with a ballet company. 

“I'm not saying this be- 
cause | have a swelled 
head, but | was a very 
gifted dancer," he reports. 
"They called me /е ballon— 
the balloon—because | was 
able to jump six feet in the 
air, which is exceptional, But 
| also liked muscles, and my 
arms and torso became too 
big. Most dancers have а 
small upper body and very 
strong legs. ! kept my body 
balanced 50-50, and it was 
unusual to see a guy built 
like me dancing ballet. After 
five years, | finally gave it up: 
You just can't drive two cars 
at the same time. | stayed 
with karate because it had 
been part of my life since | 
was a boy, and by then I'd 
become the European kara- 
te champion, But it was nev- 
er going to be my life. | 
wanted to be in the movies, 
and karate was the skill | 
used to introduce myself to 
different countries.” 

Van Damme fought all 
over Europe, and claims 
that the only match he ever 
lost was when he was 18 
and was defeated by a 28- 
year-old Italian in the finals 
of the European champion- 
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ships. "That was one of my biggest 
disappointments, because | had held 
back. | believed my instructor, who 
told me the guy was too big for me and 
that it was impossible for me to win,” 
he says. "Almost a year later, | saw the 
champion training one day. He said, 
‘Kid, take off your glasses and let's do 
some sparring.’ When we started, | 
blocked a punch of his and kicked him 
right in the face. | was lucky, but after 
| lost to him, I'd been training for six 
hours a day, and I'd become a mon- 
ster." 

By then Van Damme had quit school 
and opened the California Gym on the 
busiest street in Brussels. It quickly be- 
came the city's trendiest health club. 
With his own line of vitamins—and his 
father's help—he was soon overseeing 
a million-dollar-a-year business. 

But he wasn't happy: He longed to 
become an actor. Once a week he 
went to Paris to look for movie work, 
which led to his role in Rue Barbar. He 
also sent letters and photos to every stU- 
dio and director in America. 

"That didn't do me any good," Van 
Damme remembers. "| was innocent; | 
didn't know how to approach this 
thing. | tried everything. | opened my 
gym when | was 18, and after three 
years of it, | began wondering, ‘What 
am | doing here?’ | was making mon- 
ey, but since the age of 12, I'd been 


living a fantasy about becoming a mov- 
ie star. My feeling was that life is short, 
зо what did | have to lose by coming 
to Hollywood? My parents thought | was 
crazy. They said, ‘It's impossible, Jean- 
Claude. How can you go to America, 
where they have millions of actors, 
when you don't even speak English? Go 
back to school and become a gymnas- 
tics teacher.’ They couldn't talk me out 
of it. In 1981, before | was 21, 1 sold my 
gym and vitamin business—l was too 
impatient to wait for the right price— 
and then | flew to California.” 

Van Damme was dazzled by Holly- 
wood—and by Southern California's 
weather. The rest of it wasn't sunny at 
all. “When | first got here, many peo- 
ple made big promises to me, and 
they were all lying,” he says. “After a 
few months, | realized that the people 
| met—| wasn't dealing with executives 
of major studios—were deceitful, and 
that I'd have to play the game their way 
or else end up looking like an asshole. 
In Hollywood you have to learn to act 
like a shark, or you'll just be another 
fish that gets swallowed up." 

Van Damme supported himself as a 
film extra, bodyguard, bouncer, cab 
and limousine driver, carpet layer, and 
personal trainer. In 1986 he finally 
landed a speaking part—as a Russian 
villain—in No Retreat, No Surrender. 
"Good fights, stupid movie," he ‘says. 


“It was shot in Los Angeles in five 
weeks, and | was paid $250 a day for 
five days.” 

Immediately afterward Van Damme 
was hired to play the title role in a 
Schwarzenegger film, which didn't 
mean much: Van Damme was cast as 
the predator in Predator. He was 
suited up in an outfit that was far too 
big for him—his head only made it up 
to the creature's’ chin—and was flown 
down to Mexico, where the film was 
shot. “It was a nightmare,” he says. "It 
was impossible to move inside that 
suit, so | had to drop out. After | left, 
they went with a different costume and 
a guy who was much taller than me.” 

At that point Van Damme had 
learned to speak English, but he still 
didn't have a green card, which meant 
he couldn't legally work in the States. 
But that didn't deter him. Now that he'd 
had a taste of filmmaking, he went at it 
with a vengeance, 

One night at a restaurant in Beverly 
Hills, he spotted Cannon Pictures' Me- 
nahem Golan, whom he'd met briefly 
years before at film festivals in Cannes 
and Milan. Golan had just signed Sylves- 
ter Stallone to star in Over the Top, 
Dolph Lundgren (who costars in Univer- 
sal Soldier) for Masters of the Universe, 
and had recently produced Missing in 
Action with Chuck Norris. 

As Golan left the restaurant, Van 
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Damme гап up to him. “1 said, 'Ме- 
nahem, it's Jean-Claude Van Damme. 
Remember? | gave you my photos in 
Cannes and Milan.' He had no idea who 
I was," Van Damme reports. "| wanted 
to impress him, so 1 did one of my 360- 
degree leaping kicks at his face—and 
above his head. Menahem's my 
height, and he was shocked, maybe 
even afraid. He probably thought, Who 
the fuck is this guy? Anyway, he said 
'Call me tomorrow' and walked away." 

The next morning Van Damme 
camped out in the offices of Cannon 
Pictures and waited more than five 
hours to speak to Golan. When he was 
shown in to see the producer, he was 
blunt. "Look, let's cut the bullshit," he 
said. “I've been here for five years and 
I'm fucked—!'ve got no money. | think 
I'm gonna be the best, and I’m very hun- 
gry. You can buy me with a piece of 
bread.” 

Van Damme removed his shirt to 
show off his muscles, then pulled two 
heavy chairs a few feet apart. He 
jumped up and did a split between 
them and, with one foot hanging over 
each chair, continued to sell himself. 

"Рт not a Shakespearean actor, but 
you don't do Shakespearean movies,” 
he told Golan assuredly. "You believe 
in action films, and I'm trying to show 
you l'm an action guy who can do spe- 
cial things with my body. | can do any- 
thing | want, and I’m gonna make you 
so much money.” 
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When Van Damme sat down again, 
Golan instructed his secretary to bring 
in the script for Bloodsport. Golan 
said, "You want to be a star? I'll make 
you a star. You're gonna be the lead in 
this movie. You have a lawyer and an 
agent?” 

“No,” said Van Damme, “but | will 
tomorrow.” Golan signed him to a three- 
picture deal, and Van Damme was 
lucky: Bloodsport was filmed in Hong 
Kong, so he didn't need a green card. 
(He's since gotten one.) He earned 
$50,000 playing an American soldier 
who competes in the Kumite, an out- 
lawed martial arts competition in Hong 
Kong. The actor says that Bloodsport 
cost less than $1.5 million to produce, 
and it went on to earn $35 million in the- 
aters, plus an additional $12 million in 
videocassette revenues. 

Hollywood's collective ears perk up 
when figures like that are reported. Van 
Damme completed his Cannon contract 
by starring in Cyborg and Death War- 
rant, and then continued with low-rent 
movies in Black Eagle, Kickboxer, and 
Lionheart. 

“The best of those films cost less 
than $3 million to produce, and all of 
them were profitable," he says. "Af- 
terwards, | knew | could look every stu- 
dio executive and producer 1а dealt 
with in the eye and say, 'You've made 
lots of money with me.' " 

By now so has Van Damme. He re- 
ceived $600,000 for Double Impact, 


$1.5 million for Universal Soldier, and 
will be paid $3.5 million for his next 
film, Crossing the Line. A good chunk. 
of his earnings have been invested in 
real estate: He and his wife, Gladys 
Portugues (a former world-class body- 
builder), and their children, Kristopher, 
five, and Bianca, one, live on a $2 mil- 
lion spread located about 45 minutes 
north of Hollywood. . 

Moviegoers around the world now 
know that Van Damme can stage ac- 
robatic film fights. The remaining ques- 
tion is whether or not he can act. "Truth- 
fully, all the movies I've made have felt 
like acting, because when you fight ka- 
rate and you don't get hurt, you're fak- 
ing the pain, you're faking everything," 
he says. "But | know | have to make 
huge improvements in every other 
area, and | think | already have. In 
terms of acting, Double Impact was a 
small step above my other pictures, and 
I've taken more small steps—including 
comedy—in Universal Soldier. it's un- 
realistic to think you can go from A to 
Z in one jump. These last two films 
have certainly gotten me beyond 
straight karate, and ІІ be taking more 
steps in every movie | do.” 

Van Damme hopes to eventually 
star in epic adventures (he’s a great ad- 
mirer of classics like Ben-Hur and Spar- 
tacus) and love stories. "But I'd never 
do a love story that doesn't have ac- 
tion—why disappoint my audience? 
Why change?” he asks. “I think that's 
what's happened to Sylvester Stallone. 
Stallone's a good actor— anyone who's 
made movies like Rocky and the first 
Rambo has to be good—but now he’s 
changing, and | don’t know what he’s 
doing. | sense that he’s confused and 
looking for something different. He 
should follow his own instincts and not 
listen to other people.” 

Not too many years from now, Van 
Damme thinks he'll be polished enough 
to play lead roles in films like Bugsy. "1 
know it’s difficult when a guy like me, 
coming from karate, says that, but I'm 
gonna be there for sure,” he promises. 
"| love challenges. If you don't have any 
and can do whatever you want, then it’s 
probably time to die.” 

Van Damme hasn't modeled himself 
after anyone, including his favorite ac- 
tors—Paul Newman, Steve McQueen, 
and Montgomery Clift. He knows that at 
the moment he’s a hot property, but al- 
so realizes that doesn’t count for 
much. "You never know what's going to 
happen,” he says. “We may have a war 
in two days, or | may go down in a 
plane crash next week. Right now | 
know what kind of roles | want to play, 
and I’m booked for the next five years.. 
By then I think I'll be very big in mov- 
ies, but if I'm wrong and I'm finished in 
five years, | know exactly what I'll do: 
I'll go back to Belgium and open up an- 
other gym—and I'll do it without 
regrets." Ot—g 
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at the cost of $13.5 million, paid for in 


cash. But, of course, once upon a 
time, a ride on the subway was only a 
nickel. Now it costs 25 times as much. 

Right across the street from the 
Woolworth Building is City Hall Plaza, 
with New York's City Hall at its center. 
Completed in the early 1800s, it is a jew- 
el of a building. | should know. When 
City Hall was built, its location was con- 
sidered the northern frontier, since no 
one could imagine how much farther 
the city would expand. Because of 
this, the back of the original building 
was made of inferior stone compared 
to the front, since the only people like- 
ly to approach it from the north would 
have been the city's first inhabitants, the 
Indians, coming to spend their $24— 
the fabled purchase price of Manhat- 
tan Island—in Sodom and Gomorrah, or 
those prescient Dutch burghers who 
were buying land uptown on what's now 
42nd and 59th streets for their descen- 
dants to later develop. They were New 
York's first real estate tycoons. In sub- 
sequent years, the rear facade of City 
Hall was redone to match the front. 
Tours are available—ask to see the Gov- 
ernor's Room on the second floor. 
Within walking distance of City Hall 
is Wall Street, which indeed got its 
name because of the wall that was 
erected there to protect the city from In- 
dians. During the week, the streets of 
this district are overflowing with people; 
on weekends you could shoot a can- 
non ball from Trinity Church, where the 
street starts, to the East River and not 
strike a single stockbroker. 

Trinity Church, at Broadway and Rec- 
tor Street, is one of the oldest in the city. 
Its ancient cemetery contains the 
graves of many early New Yorkers, 
including that of Alexander Hamilton, 
who was killed in a duel with Aaron 
Burr. In the 1960s, when marijuana use 
flourished in the city, this cemetery was 
the meeting place for potheads and of- 
ten the subject of police raids. Now the 
dead sleep quietly and are not both- 
ered by yesterday's overly sweet and 
fetid aromas. 

Federal Hall, at Wall and Broad 
streets, was the site of George Washing- 
ton's first inauguration, which took 
place in 1789. (Many of you may not re- 
alize that New York City was then the 
capital of the United States.) 

If you walk down Wall Street, you 
will reach the East River, where—a few 
blocks to the north—you will find the 
South Street Seaport, the largest plea- 
sure port designed for pedestrians on 
the East Coast, similar to, but more exten- 
sive than, Boston's Quincy Market. By 
the early 1970s, the area where the Sea- 
port now lies had degenerated into emp- 
ty, ramshackle buildings with few inhabit-

ants. Later in the decade, the process 
of restoring it to its nineteenth-century 
entrepreneurial vigor had begun, and 
it is now one of our most interesting 
food and fun places for tourists and resi- 
dents, both day and night. 

The Seaport is home to dozens of spe- 
cialty shops, including Ann Taylor, Lau- 
ra Ashley, and Abercrombie and Fitch, 
and restaurants ranging from the casu- 
al to the elegant. Although they feature 
all types of cuisine, they specialize in 
seafood, much of which is obtained 
from the famous Fulton Fish Market, ad- 
jacent to and part of the Seaport. 

During the summer it is particularly 
pleasant to visit the restaurants on the 
pier and benefit from the river breezes. 
There are numerous street performers 
on the cobblestoned roads, including 
acrobats, clowns, comedians, and ma- 
gicians. And you may wish to visit the 
South Street Seaport Museum, with its 
tall wooden sailing ships. You can also 
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take short boating excursions on the 
East River and the Lower Harbor. 

| find visiting New York’s many mu- 
seums a pleasant way to spend a week- 
end. Many Sunday afternoons | go to 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, at 
Fifth Avenue and 82nd Street, one of 
the greatest museums in the world. I’m 
a member, and membership, as they 
say, has its privileges; if you aren't, it's 
a $6.00 suggested contribution. Be- 
sides its extensive exhibits, the Met's 
gift stores are wonderful, and there are 
several located around town, including 
one at the mid-Manhattan branch of the 
New York Public Library at 40th Street 
and Fifth Avenue, the promenade at 
Rockefeller Center at 49th Street and 
Fifth Avenue, and Macy's Balcony at 
34th Street and Seventh Avenue. They 
have a great selection of reproductions 
of ancient jewelry and statues; the Ro- 
man, Greek, Egyptian, and other jew- 
elry all come with a description telling 
you exactly where the original was 
found. In addition, the stores have a 
selection of ladies’ scarves and men’s 
ties and suspenders with ancient pat- 
terns—including some of the Napoleon- 


ic period—at very modest prices. (If 
you're a member, you get a ten-percent 
discount on any purchase.) 

To get to the Met, you can take any 
of the city buses that run along Madi- 
son Avenue, then at 82nd Street walk 
one block west to Fifth Avenue. New 
York also has a great subway system, 
but without the street smarts that 
comes from living here, | wouldn't rec- 
ommend riding it after 6:30 PM. Stick to 
the buses and taxis—except during 
rush hours, when you will have a lot of 
company. 

While you're uptown, take a bus 
across Central Park at 79th Street to 
Central Park West to the American Mu- 
seum of Natural History, at West 81st 
Street, which boasts, among other 
things, a wonderful dinosaur collection. 

When you head back downtown, 
check out the Museum of Modern Art 
(MoMA), on West 53rd Street between 
Fifth and Sixth avenues. Although its 
collection is more circumscribed than 
the Met's, it is nevertheless superb. 
Both museums have lovely, modestly 
priced dining rooms for lunch. 

No trip to New York is complete with- 
out visiting some of our shopping em- 
poriums. Farthest uptown, at Lexington 
Avenue and 59th Street, is Bloom- 
ingdale's. Three blocks west, along 
Fifth Avenue at 58th Street, you will 
find Bergdorf Goodman—the stores for 
men and women on opposite sides of 
the street—Tiffany, at 57th Street, and 
Saks, at 51st Street. For the best in 
men's clothing, walk one block east to 
Madison Avenue and then six blocks 
south to Brooks Brothers, at 44th 
Street. That's where | buy my clothes. 
Farther downtown at 32nd and Broad- 
way is Abraham & Straus, and, of 
course, on 34th and Seventh Avenue, 
Macy's, the world's most famous depart- 
ment store, still going strong despite its 
financial woes. 

One bit of advice: Be wary of purchas- 
ing anything from camera or carpet 
stores that are draped with going-out-of- 
business signs. Those stores are al- 
ways in their "final days." Many prac- 
tice bait-and-switch tactics—they lure 
you in by advertising an exceptionally 
low-priced item, but when you ask for 
it, they tell you it's out of stock and pro- 
ceed with a hard sell of a higher- 
priced item. 

Also, avoid the street peddlers who 
display what appear to be fantastic 
gold watches at very cheap prices— 
their wares are knockoffs. | don't believe 
they're stolen. They're just no good, and 
not worth whatever you pay. So don't. 

A final word about street life. Do not— 
| repeat, do not— get conned into play- 
ing three-card monte. You will win the 
first time and lose every time thereafter. 
You may say, "Well, PI only play 
once." If you only play once and walk 
away with the money, you will end up 
with broken kneecaps. 
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Visiting New York without going to а 
Broadway show is like going to Paris 
and not seeing the Folies Bergere. The 
old standbys will undoubtedly be there 
for years to come—Les Misérables, The 
Phantom of the Opera, Cats—and 
there are more recent arrivals like the 
revivals of Guys and Dolls and The 
Most Happy Fella. There are many oth- 
er excellent shows available, particularly 
off-Broadway and off-off-Broadway. Dis- 
count tickets for as much as 50 percent 
off are available on the day of the per- 
formance at ticket booths located at 
47th Street and Broadway and at the 
World Trade Center in lower Manhattan, 
at Church and Vesey streets. Keep in 
mind that to make use of these discount 
booths, you have to be flexible in your 
requests, 

Not far from the Broadway theaters 
you'll find another New York institution. 
The Carnegie Delicatessen, at Seventh 
Avenue and West 55th Street, is the 
best deli in the city. Every sandwich is 
built for two. My advice: One of you 
take the corned beef, the other pastra- 
mi, and share. Like good wines, New 
York delicatessen does not travel well, 
nor can it be duplicated elsewhere. 

One of New York's wonderful neigh- 
borhoods is Greenwich Village, once 
the artistic heart of America. The Village 
begins south of 14th Street and contin- 
ues down to Houston Street, bordered 
on the west by the Hudson River and 
on the east by Broadway. It has an 
enormous number of small restaurants 
and boutiques, but what is most fasci- 
nating, of course, is the street life. | 
live one block off Washington Square 
Park, which during the summer is won- 
derful for people watching. 

Immediately adjacent to the Village 
is the East Village, formerly known as 
the Lower East Side. It stretches from 
Broadway to Avenue D, with the same 
north and south borders as the Village. 
It is less safe but not particularly dan- 
gerous, and is famous for its exciting 
and varied street life. In the 1960s it was 
the heart of the hippie world, and there 
are still some vestiges left, as you will 
find if you walk along St. Mark's Place. 
If | were you, unless you're with some- 
опе who knows the area, | wouldn't ven- 
ture farther east than First Avenue. 

Now for restaurants in both areas. In 
the East Village, two very moderately 
priced ones are Kiev Restaurant (Sec- 
ond Avenue and Seventh Street), 
which is Ukrainian, and Christine's (462 
Second Avenue), which is Polish. | find 
it difficult to tell them apart, but for a deli- 
cious, inexpensive, hearty lunch, | recom- 
mend both. One of the best Italian res- 
taurants in this area—and all of New 
York—is Il Mulino (West Third Street be- 
tween Sullivan and Thompson streets). 
А dinner with wine will run you about 
$75 a person, and it's worth it. It is a 
very small room, so reservations are ab- 
solutely required. 
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Another special and interesting down- 
town area is SoHo (south of Houston), 
which starts at Houston Street and 
goes down to Canal Street. It's great fun 
on Saturdays and Sundays, especially 
in the afternoon when the streets are 
teeming with people. SoHo's main 
drag is West Broadway, which begins 
at Washington Square and West 
Fourth Street. For the stretch down to 
Houston Street, it's called LaGuardia 
Place; south of Houston it reverts to its 
original name of West Broadway. Don't 
hesitate to just walk around, making 
sure to visit the boutiques, the art gal- 
leries, and, ultimately, Dean & Deluca, 
the greatest food emporium you can 
imagine, on Broadway and Prince 
Street. It's like visiting the gourmet- 
food section at London's Harrod's. 
There is really nothing like it. 

For a meal, | generally end up at one 
of three nice, moderately priced restau- 
rants. The first is the Spring Street Bar 


Side. When you combine the local col- 
or and the crowds, it's like being at an 
unending Neapolitan and Sicilian festi- 
val in Italy. Most of the restaurants are 
inexpensive and serve substantial por- 
tions. Eat heartily, but skip dessert and 
take a short after-dinner stroll to Ferrara, 
a world-famous Italian dessert café at 
Grand and Mott streets, for Italian ices 
or any one of a dozen different 
Pastries or coffees. 

Chinatown is on both sides of Canal 
Street. Its main drag starts at Worth 
Street and runs north along Mott 
Street. My two favorite restaurants are 
the Peking Duck House (22 Mott 
Street)—be sure to order the duck, 
along with eggplant with garlic and the 
fried bananas and walnuts for dessert— 
and Sun Lok Kee (13 Mott Street), 
which specializes in seafood: You 
shouldn't miss the huge steamed Cana- 
dian oysters in black-bean sauce. If you 
are at a loss for what else to order, tell 
them you want to eat what the mayor 
eats—but add, "| mean the old mayor.” 
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Do not get conned into 
playing three-card 
monte. You will win the first 
time and lose there- 
after. If you play once and 
walk away with the 
money, you'll end up with 
broken kneecaps. 
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and Restaurant, which has а marvelous 
sidewalk-bistro atmosphere. The sec- 
ond is the Broome Street Bar, which has 
more interesting patrons. The third, Tre 
Amici, is a little more pricey, but it has 
more atmosphere and gets occasional 
theater and movie stars. 

Odeon (145 West Broadway be- 
tween Worth and Duane streets) is ele- 
gant, reverse chic. Its basic decor is 
“cafeteria,” which is what it once was. 
| go there for lunch and occasionally for 
dinner on weekends. The menu is 
continental, and everything is well 
prepared. | always order the country 
salad, ofttimes as an entrée, which is 
under $10. The calamari appetizer is 
superb. 

Sometime in the course of your visit 
to New York, you will want to visit China- 
town and its adjacent neighborhood, Lit- 
tle Italy. There was a time when each 
was distinct, but Chinatown has leap- 
frogged and grown so big that now 
much of Little Italy has been absorbed 
within it. Mulberry Street, the main 
drag of Little Italy, has a large number 
of small Italian restaurants—not a bad 
one in the lot—many with tables out- 


Then wander around Chinatown; it's as 
close to Hong Kong as you are likely 
to get on this continent. Great art, no, 
but novelty shops galore. 

Tribeca (triangle below Canal), the 
most recently developed part of Manhat- 
tan, is formed by West Broadway, Ca- 
nal Street, and the Hudson River, 
hence its unique name. Within it is Bat- 
tery Park City, a huge complex of the 
city's most modern commercial build- 
ings, housing some of our largest finan- 
cial institutions. It also contains apart- 
ment buildings and restaurants, located 
along the Hudson River from Murray 
Street to West Thames Street. Visit it for 
its architecture and to see firsthand an 
example of urban life at its best. 

One superb restaurant in the area is 
the Tribeca Grill (Greenwich and Frank- 
lin streets), owned by Robert De Niro 
(diners have been known to see the 
man himself) —! especially like their des- 
serts. | prefer Montrachet (West Broad- 
way and White Street), which is owned 
and operated by Drew Niporent, who is 
also the maitre d' at Tribeca Grill. Their 
wine selection and lamb are special. 
Rosemarie's (Duane Street and West 
Broadway) is a small, lovely gourmet Ital- 
ian restaurant—the swordfish is truly 
unique. 

The Upper West Side, with its two 
main north-south thoroughfares of Co- 
lumbus and Amsterdam avenues, is а 
wonderful part of the city to explore by 
foot. Start your walk at Lincoln Center, 
at 65th Street: It is one of the world's 
major cultural institutions, containing the 
Metropolitan Opera, the ballet, and oth- 
er theaters. To truly appreciate it, you 
should purchase tickets to one of the 
varied performances available. 

Two good, interesting restaurants on 
the Upper West Side are Ollie's Restau- 
rant, at Broadway and 84th Street, for 
Chinese food, and Carmine's, at Broad- 
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way and 90th Street, for family-style Ital- 
ian food. They're both busy, but well 
worth the wait in line and inexpensive 
to boot. A little farther downtown is 
Fishin’ Eddie's, at 73 West 71st Street, 
which serves mainly seafood and pas- 
ta. Their fritto misto is superb, and 
great for sharing. 

An area | know well from my 12 
years as mayor is the one surrounding 
Gracie Mansion, located at 88th Street 
and East End Avenue. If | were still may- 
or, I'd invite you over. But you can still 
enjoy strolling by the house, which is 
actually located in Carl Schurz Park. 
Among the more interesting restaurants 
in the neighborhood are Elaine’s (Sec- 
ond Avenue and 88th Street), where 
you may see some of the beautiful peo- 
ple, and Quatorze Bis (323 East 79th 
Street), a moderately priced French 
bistro. 

In midtown, at the Japanese restau- 
rant Shinwa, in the Olympic Tower 
(Fifth Avenue and 51st Street), you can 
enjoy a full-course meal for about $14. 
My favorite dish is a soup consisting of 
pasta and pork or duck. If you call 
ahead, you can request a table upstairs 
with a view of St. Patrick's Cathedral. 
Otherwise, you'll be seated downstairs 
with a view of a waterfall. Nice, but sit- 
ting upstairs is nicer. 

Tatou (151 East 50th Street) is a 
great place for both lunch and dinner, 
featuring southern cooking. There's al- 
so dancing in the evening. Remi (145 


West 53rd Street) is an excellent Italian 
restaurant. Their risotto is superb. 

No visit would be complete without 
going to Harlem, the international 
black capital. Harlem's most famous res- 
taurant is Sylvia's, renowned for its 
soul food, particularly the smothered 
pork chops and black-eyed peas. It is 
located at Lenox Avenue and 126th 
Street, and since you don't know your 
way around, take a cab. 

A great way to see the Manhattan sky- 
line is by taking a ride on the Staten Is- 
land ferry. It’s no longer a nickel, but at 
50 cents for a round trip, it's the best 
bargain in the city. Not only a great 
view of Manhattan, but Ellis Island and 
the Statue of Liberty as well. Of 
course, if you want to climb the inside 
of the Statue of Liberty, you can—but 
you have to board a different ferry. 

For a longer sight-seeing cruise of 
Manhattan, you can take the Circle 
Line Tour, which embarks from the 
pier at 40th Street at the Hudson River. 
The three-hour tour costs $16 and to- 
tally circles Manhattan Island. It is a love- 
ly trip, particularly in the evening. 

For a great view of the Manhattan sky- 
line and a gourmet meal, you should 
go across the Brooklyn Bridge to 
Brooklyn's River Café. It'S expensive, 
but it's worth it to experience the night- 
time view of Wall Street and the lower 
Manhattan skyline from across the 
East River. It looks like El Dorado. 

Also in downtown Brooklyn is Gage

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& Toliner, a 112-year-old landmark res- 
taurant located at 372 Fulton Street 
(Fulton Mall), owned by a friend of 
mine, Peter Aschkenasy. If you go, you 
should take a cab. They specialize in 
seafood, including she-crab soup. 

There are hundreds of other places 
for you to visit in Manhattan and the out- 
er boroughs. If you have time, you can 
visit the New York Aquarium in 
Brooklyn, then continue walking into 
Brighton and enjoy the Russian restau- 
rants and cabarets. We sometimes 
claim there are more Russians in 
Brighton Beach than in Odessa. And if 
you want to wax nostalgic, spend 
some time at Coney Island, the fun 
world that antedated Disney by a cen- 
tury. Take a walk on the boardwalk, go 
to Nathan's and have a hot dog, 
french fries, corn on the cob, and 
much more. Fifty years ago a hot dog 
cost a nickel; now it's $1.89. ` 

The borough of Queens has the 
most diverse population, particularly 
Asian and Latin American, most of 
them living in Flushing. You'll walk 
down streets and think you're in Korea 
because there won't be an English 
sign in view: All you'll behold are signs 
in Korean. Shea Stadium, also in Flush- 
ing, is where the New York Mets play 
their home games. 

If there is a single place to visit in the 
Bronx, the borough of my birth, it 
would be the Bronx Zoo, one of the 
best in the world and terrific for children, 
but you too will enjoy it. And of course, 
there's the Yankee home games at Yan- 
kee Stadium. For years George Stein- 
brenner has threatened tó yank the 
team from New York, but it's still here. 

Finally, there is Central Park. Central 
Park is the lungs of the city. It would not 
be advisable to go there after dark, but 
during the day and early evening, it is 
a marvelous place in which to walk. The 
one place you must visit there is the 
Central Park Zoo. It is small but unique, 
particularly if you like polar bears, 
penguins, and sea lions. A small urban 
zoo cannot adequately provide for and 
present lions, tigers, and other carni- 
vores that need lots of space, so you 
will understand why it can best be de- 
scribed as a boutique zoo. Former city 
parks commissioner Henry Stern calls 
it "the nouvelle cuisine of zoos: small 
animals tastefully hidden." 

In the days that you spend here in 
New York City, do remember that we 
are a city of seven and a half million peo- 
ple. Yes, we have ethnic and racial fric- 
tions, but far less than.most cities in the 
United States. We have basically 
learned to live with, and be tolerant of, 
one another. And what is marvelous is 
that all of us—no matter what our race, 
religion, ethnicity, or nationality—love 
what can only be called God's miracle: 
New York City. Come again. Just give 
me a few days’ notice so | can get 
ready for you.... О+— 
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lest they become the feast of less friend- 
ly columnists. 

As Jerry saw it, their philandering nei- 
ther affected nor reflected their feelings 
for their wives. “Because going home 
at night, we were going home to those 
that we loved. And what we were do- 
ing was playing in our little fucking fan- 
tasyland. | never had 50 bucks in my 
pocket at one time; now I’m walking 
around with $3,500 in $100 bills, and | 
got a starlet on my arm. It’s fanta- 
syland.” 

Where does fantasyland end? When 
do the six-year-olds get sick of the can- 
dy store? 

“It never ends.” 


“Let us not be deceived,” The New 
York Times had declared in April 1947, 
while Dean and Jerry had been play- 
ing at the Loew's Capitol, "we are to- 
day in the midst of a cold war.” By 
September 1949, while they were in Las 
Vegas, President Truman, the first presi- 
dent to have a televised inauguration, 
revealed that the Soviet Union had set 
off an atomic-bomb explosion. A week 
later, on October 1, Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung would formally proclaim the Com- 
munist People's Republic of China. In 
January Truman would order the devel- 
opment of the hydrogen bomb. Six 
months later, United States ground 
troops would invade South Korea. “Let 
us not be deceived"— but America 
wanted nothing more than to be de- 
ceived. 

Martin and Lewis gave them that: no 
laughter in the dark, but a denial of dark- 
ness itself, a regression, a transporting 
to the preternatural bliss of infantile 
senselessness. It was a catharsis, a 
celebration of ignorance, absurdity, and 
stupidity, as meaningless, as primitive- 
seeming, and as droll today as the fall- 
out shelters and beatnik posings 
which offered opposing sanctuary in 
those days so close in time but so dis- 
tant in consciousness. 

Dean, of course, had no use for any 
of this shit. He did not know the new 
and improved from the old and well- 
worn. Homer, Sorelli the Mystic: it was 
all the same shit to him. The Trojan War, 
World War II, the Cold War, what the 
fuck did he care? His hernia was big- 


ger than history itself. He cared as . 


much about Korea as Korea cared 
about his fucking hernia. He walked 
through his own world. And that world 
was as much a part of what com- 
manded those audiences as the ca- 
tharsis of the absurd slapstick, and it 
would continue to command, long af- 
ter that catharsis, like a forgotten 
mystery rite, had lost all meaning and 
power. His uncaring air of romance re- 
flected the flash and breezy sweet 
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seductions of a world in which every- 
thing came down to broads, booze, 
and money, with plenty of linguine on 
the side. There was a beckoning to 
join him in the Lethe of the old ways’ 
woods that appealed to the lover, the 
menefreghista, the rotten cocksucker, 
the sweet-hearted dreamer in everyone. 

Mickey Cohen, a brutal killer who 
“got kind of friendly with him,” said 
that "Dean would've been in the rack- 
ets if he didn't have the beautiful voice 
that he has. He probably would've 
wound up a gambling boss some- 
where. l'd say Dean had the perfect 
makeup to be a racket guy, although 
he is a little too lackadaisical, if you 
know what | mean." 

Love was Dean's racket. The traits he 
shared with the Fischettis and the Anas- 
tasias—that lontananza, that dark self- 
serving moralita—were never far be- 
neath the surface of whatever sweet 
spell he meant to cast. Whatever talent

Dean сап do nothing better 
than anyone in the world. 
He can literally do nothing. All 
he needs is a television 
set and a western, the older, 
the better. He was 
always content in a void. 
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he had, whatever effect he worked at, 
whatever was God-given and whatev- 
er manufactured, that much, that dark- 
ness beneath the. spell, was immanent 
and intractable and ever-there. 

Frank Sinatra, who had sung at the 
Nacional during the Havana yuletide 
gathering of 1946, was a malavita group- 
ie, a scrawny mama's boy who liked to 
pretend he was a tough guy. He culti- 
vated the company of, and catered to, 
men such as the Fischettis. But it was 
Dean, so aloof and yet seemingly so kin- 
dred, to whom those men themselves 
were drawn. 

"They loved him," Jerry said. "But 
they knew that he wasn't the one to 
talk to on a business basis. He had his 
way of getting that clear to them. | 
would say he was the most brilliant dip- 
lomat I’ve ever known. | used to hear 
things like ‘Talk to the Jew,’ ‘Talk to the 
kid,’ ‘Talk to the little one.’ " 

Las Vegas was a great place to 
play. “There’s something you have to un- 
derstand,” said Herman Hover, who lat- 
er became a part owner and entertain- 
ment director of the Frontier Hotel in Las 
Vegas. “Big attractions in those days 


were not that much interested in their 
salary. What they were interested in was 
money under the table—money that 
was not declared. Cash, off the books. 
So a contract might read for $2,500 and 
actually might get an additional $1,000 
or $1,500, on which they didn’t pay an 
agent’s commission or income tax.” 
Dean and Jerry, he said, were making 
a lot of money under the table—and 
they were not alone. “Every attraction 
was getting it. They were getting it else- 
where. In Las Vegas it was very easy 
to get money under the table, because 
they had all that gambling money, 
which they didn’t declare anyway.” 

Dean and Jerry were paid $15,000 
a week at the Flamingo. By the end of 
their first week there, Jerry ran up a ca- 
sino debt of $137,000. Moe Sedway, 
henchman of the late Bugsy Siegel, 
called him into his office. 

"You realize you owe this hotel 
$137,000,” he said. 

“And you realize that you're running 
this hotel, and you're giving that kind of 
credit to someone that's getting $7,500 
a week. Doesn't that make you a fuck- 
in’ idiot?” 

Sedway looked at him. "Well, yeah,” 
he said, “I guess so.” 

"You guess so? I’m just a kid, and 
you let me run up a $137,000 marker? 
Where the fuck do you think I'm gonna 
get that kind of money from?” 

“Well, that’s just it. How do you pro- 
pose to pay it?” 

Jerry thought for a minute. He 
thought of Fischetti and those guys 
back in New York, the ones with the 
good sense of humor, the ones who 
had blown away Siegel and put Sed- 
way here in this office instead. 

“Call New York and ask how | 
should pay it,” he said. “And | will fol- 
low those instructions.” 

That night Sedway came to him in his 
dressing room. “You're to pay it as you ` 
get it, however you can pay it, howev- 
er long it takes. But you're to pay it. 
Those are the instructions.” 

“What about gambling? Can | gam- 
ble to get even?” 

“No. You’re not to play anymore un- 
til you pay.” 

It would take Jerry a year and seven 
months to erase the debt. During that 
time, he would lose gambling with 
Dean as well. “One time we got on the 
train, he owed me $600 for some bet 
or other. Three days later, we got off the 
train in New York, 1 owed him $3,300. 
І said to him, ‘You're a fuckin’ dealer. 
Are you dealing me seconds? Would 
you do that to me?’ He looked at me 
and said, ‘Would ! do that to you?’ And 
| said, "Мо. But you keep fuckin’ win- 
ning.’ He said, ‘You're an unlucky Jew, 
and I’m a good poker player.’ " 


The early 1950s belonged to them. it 
was the age of television, of whitewalled 
tail-finned mindlessness, a world gone

mad with mediocrity. Soon it would not 
even matter. Like Dean Martin and Jer- 
ry Lewis, most people would not even 
read. Ajax was no longer a Homeric he- 
ro; he was the "Comedy Hour” spon- 
sor's foaming cleanser, no longer a con- 
tender with Odysseus for the arms of 
Achilles but a consort of Fab, which 
had itself transplanted Melville's mus- 
ings on “the whiteness of the whale” 
with the dictum “Whiter Whites Without 
Bleaching.” 

Through it all —polyviny! history: the 
American dream gone gaga—Martin 
and Lewis reigned as the jester-kings 
in a land where even laughter, freeze- 
dried and hollow, would soon be 
canned. 

Jerry Lewis said it all: "Can you pay 
two men nine million dollars to say 'Did 
you take a bath this morning?’ ‘Why, is 
there one missing?'—do you dare con- 
template such a fuck-and-duck? Yet 
that's what we did. We did that onstage, 
and they paid us nine million dollars.” 

“| feel the reason we are knocking 
down all this coin is that the public 
doesn't have to reach for our stuff,” 
Dean would venture. “Certainly it's not 
our routine, because we don't have 
one.” 


Unlike most of the famous figures in Hol- 
lywood, George Raft had a background 
and a manner that were similar to 
Dean's. "| don't think we ever saw 
George more than maybe four times,” 
Jeannie, Dean's second wife, remem- 
bered. But Dean saw much more of him 
than that 

“As a kid, | guess I'd seen every pic- 
ture he ever made,” Dean recalled. 
Now he never missed an opportunity to 
visit Raft's home in Coldwater Canyon. 
He was awed by it. "It was like the tem- 
ple of a brothel. The most gorgeous 
women in town would be there. It 
wasn't just sex. They would swim nude 
in the pool, or we would sit around and 
talk. George would lounge all day in his 
silk robe at poolside. He never swam. 
In fact, the only exercise he ever had 
was with broads or shuffling a deck of 
cards. Dinner was a special event. 
When the girls would unfold their din- 
ner napkins, there would either be a 
$100 bill or some expensive earrings or, 
for special broads, a brooch or a brace- 
let. George had class." 

Raft was then in his late fifties. His 
great roles—Gino Rinaldi in Scarface, 
Stacey in Each Dawn I Die, and the 
rest—were behind him. Maxie 
Greenburg, alias Mack "Killer" Gray, the 
former boxing manager Raft had 
known since Prohibition days in New 
York, had been Raft's personal assis- 
tant, confidant, and valet since 1932. 
Gray was 46 in 1952, when it became 
obvious to both him and Raft that cir- 
cumstances could no longer allow for 
Gray's services. So that year, Mack 
Gray assumed for Dean Martin the 


same duties that he had for 20 years 
so devotedly fulfilled for Raft. 

As the songwriter Sammy Cahn re- 
called, “Маск Gray had a permanent mi- 
graine. | never saw Mack Gray when he 
didn't have his finger pressed to his 
head. He was always in pain." Gray's 
solution to his pain was Percodan. 

Manufactured by Du Pont Pharmaceu- 
ticals, Percodan is a powerful drug 
whose principal ingredient, oxycodone, 
is a semisynthetic narcotic affecting the 
central nervous system and muscular 
organs in a manner similar to morphine. 
And like morphine, it is addictive and 
potentially lethal. Legally prescribed as 
a painkiller, Percodan is usually re- 
stricted to a dosage of one tablet, 
containing four and a half or five milli- 
grams of oxycodone, per hour. But 
Mack Gray "would take Percodan like 
they were Tic-Tacs. Just flip them into 
his mouth,” said Cahn. Over the years, 
Dean began popping them as well. In 
time, he too would become a junkie. 

Meanwhile, the venom between 
Dean and Jerry was rising. It was only 
a matter of time. On February 17, 1954, 
they began work on Three Ring Circus, 
the picture that would sunder the bond 
between them. Jerry called that bond 
friendship, Dean did not call it anything; 
soon it would not matter, not one way 
or the other. 

“When we were together,” Jerry 
would say, "we were unbeatable. 
When we were together, we were a fuck- 
ing solid-steel unit. If any third faction 
got between us, it created problems. It 
was not just the years of Jerry getting 
all the attention. Deep down, he knew 
that for what it was worth. And | main- 
tain his discipline as a performer and 
as а man was great enough that we 
could have gone another 20 years. But 
he had outside factions telling him that 
he's nothing. He had all these poison- 
droppers.” 

Jerry had his Beverly Hills psychia- 
trist, Dr. Henry Luster. Dean had him- 
self, il dottore dell'io. Airs, waters, and 
places had conspired against him. 
There could be no happiness but in wav- 
ing away the world, none but in being 
apart, unthinking, unfeeling. He had 
heard of Dante and the Commedia, of 
the hundred cantos that rose toward a 
paradise of light, love, and reason with 
the breath of a woman at their heart. Pu- 
ra luce, piena d'amore. But what was 
all the light and love in the world com- 
pared to a single good blowjob? That 
was what women did to men, turned 
them into fucking pazzo poets. And 
what the fuck did Dante know about 
hell? Dante Alighieri and Jerry Lewis. 
Nine years of listening to that mortucrist" 
wail and whine—then he really could 
have written a fucking Inferno. Fuck it 
all. Fuck all that love, light, and reason 
shit. Fuck Beatrice where she 
breathed. Fuck the moon in your eye 
like a big pizza pie. It was a racket all 
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right. You sang your song, you wrote 
your poem: a crust of bread, a jug of 
wine, and thou. It was like the clown in 
the opera said: La commedia & finita! 

Jeannie left him on October 13, 
1955. She took the kids with her to a 
rented house in Palm Springs; he 
stayed behind in their new dream 
house. There were no immediate plans 
for divorce, she told Louella Parsons. 

At the end of May 1956, Jerry ap- 
proached Dean. Melancholy had for a 
moment overwhelmed the anger and 
the manic anxiety and the depression. 
He wanted to say something, but he 
was not quite sure what it was. "You 
know, it's a hell of a thing," he began 
to say. "All | can think of is that what 
we do is not very important. Any two 
guys could have done it. But even the 
best of them wouldn't have had what 
made us what we were." 

"Yeah? What's that?" 

"| think it's love. | think it's how we 
Still feel about each other." 

Dean half-closed his eyes and said 
nothing. Then he looked dead-straight 
at Jerry: 

"You can talk about love all you 
want. To me, you're nothing but a fuck- 
ing dollar sign." 

They made one final trip east, flying 
separately. On Friday, July 13, they 
opened at the Copacabana for their fare- 
well engagement. They gave their last 
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show on the hot Tuesday night of July 
24, ten years to the week after their 
first show together. 

"| hit the stage and glanced at 
Dean. His face was a mask," Jerry re- 
membered. "He would play it cool even 
if it killed him." They finished with the 
closing crescendo from "Pardners”: 
"You and me, we'll be the greatest pard- 
ners, buddies, and pals!" Dean threw 
his arm around him, pulled him toward 
him, hugged him. The joint was in an 
uproar. It was the biggest night in the 
club's history. There was no encore. 
Dean took one aisle away from the 
stage, Jerry took the other. 


In Las Vegas, the casino era was en- 
tering its years of greatest glory, and 
though the city's murder, rape, robbery, 
and burglary rates were higher than 
those of New York—and its suicide 
rate was the highest in America—the 
veil of illusion prevailed. 

It was the holy city of old-guard 
cool. There, Elvis was still a provincial, 
without civitas, without imperium. 
There, as the consuls of cool, Dean and 
Sinatra reigned supreme. Their praeto- 
rium was the Sands. 

Sinatra and Martin: There was some- 
thing about them that brought out the 
biggest gamblers. What the Sands 
paid them, they brought back in 
spades. It was common knowledge:

"Dean Martin is back in the Copa 
Room," said Varietyin December 1959, 
"and the casino execs are happy— be- 
cause Dino pulls in the same type 
heavy player as does Frank Sinatra, an- 
other of [Sands president] Jack Entrat- 
ter's surefires." 

It was not just the dirty-rich giovanos- 
tri and padroni who were drawn to 
them, to their glamour, to the appeal of 
darkness made respectable. The 
world was full, it seemed, of would-be 
wops and woplings who lived vicarious- 
ly through them, to whom the imitation 
of cool took on the religiosity of the Re- 
naissance ideal of imitatione Christi. The 
very songs that Sinatra and Dean 
sang, the very images they projected, 
inspired lavish squandering among the 
countless men who would be them. It 
was the Jew-roll around the prick that 
rendered them ithyphallic godkins, sim- 
ulacra of the great ones, in their own 
eyes and in the eyes of the tease- 
haired lobster-slurping Bimbo sapiens 
they sought to impress. 

Dean's singing had begun to take on 
а new tone. He was no longer merely 
selling the idea of romance. Stabbing 
sharply and coldly here and there into 
the songs with lines of wry disdain, he 
was exposing his own racket as well, 
selling the further delusion of their shar- 
ing in the secret of that lie itself. It was 
an elaboration on his tried-and-true 


style of singing to the men rather than 
the women, of singing to them as if 
they alone could truly understand him. 
It was also a natural emanation of the 
way he felt. He simply no longer 
cared. He began more songs than he 
finished, dismissing most of them with 
a wisecrack partway through. Some, 
with the help of lyricist Sammy Cahn, 
were reduced to gross parody. 

"|f you think I'm going to get serious, 
you're crazy, If you want to hear a seri- 
ous song, buy one of my records." 

In the first week of August, Ocean's 
Eleven, the Rat Pack film featuring 
Frank, Dean, Sammy Davis, Jr., Peter 
Lawford, Joey Bishop, Angie Dickinson, 
and Shirley MacLaine, was previewed 
at the Fremont Theatre in Las Vegas. 
The Los Angeles Examiner declared її 
"something you should keep your chil- 
dren away from." The New Yorker dis- 
missed it as “an admiring wide-screen 
color travelogue of the various effluvia— 
animate and inanimate—of Las Vegas." 
But Variety's prediction proved true: De- 
spite "serious weaknesses in both ma- 
terial and interpretation,” it would 
“rake in chips, thanks to the cast.” 
Ocean's Eleven became the ninth-big- 
gest money-maker of the year, behind 
such formidable pictures as Psycho, 
Spartacus, Exodus, La Dolce Vita, But- 
terfield 8, and The Apartment. 


Dean's income in 1967 rose to $5 mil- 
lion for the year. Of that, $1,6 million 
came from NBC's "The Dean Martin 
Show": $40,000 for each eight-hour day 
he put in. His uncaring manner and 
good-natured boorishness endeared 
him to the millions who were sick of sin- 
cerity, relevance, and pseudo-sophis- 
tication. Dean was a man whose suc- 
cess and fortune no man begrudged 
him. He seemed somehow kindred, one 
of them but blessed beyond them by 
the Fates. In him, for one late hour be- 
fore the final day of every workweek, the 
multitudes found something of their 
own: lullaby and vindication, justification 
and inspiration, a bit of boozy song and 
a glimpse of gal-meat. 

Now that the show had become the 
most popular program in America, the 
network was eager to commit him be- 
yond the single season that remained 
under the original 1965 contract. On 
June 13, six days after his 50th birth- 
day, negotiations for a new three-year 
contract were completed. Dean 
emerged with a deal that shook the very 
foundations of dreamland greed. His 
pay for each eight-hour workday was in- 
creased more than sevenfold, from 
$40,000 to more than $283,000. In all, 
NBC agreed to pay him $34 million. 
That came out to $11,333,333 a year 
for the next three years, raising his an- 
nual income to well above $15 million. 

Fifteen fucking million. And that was 
just his pocket money. The value of his 
real estate holdings and investments 
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would soon overwhelm reckoning. 

On September 16, 1971, “The Dean 
Martin Show" began its seventh season. 
The sixties supposedly had been a bap- 
tism of liberation for America. Free 
love and free speech had sold well. But 
after all the Day-Glo debris, swami 
shit, and dead flowers were swept 
away, the puritan ethos emerged unvan- 
quished. Beneath her new tie-dyed 
skirt, her whiter-than-white cotton pant- 
ies remained undefiled. Now, however, 
her prudish tyranny governed not in the 
name of God and morality, but in the 
name of sensitivity and liberty. That was 
the true legacy of the sixties' ideologi- 
cal boutique: censorship in the name 
of freedom. The stage-set bar, sudden- 
ly deemed unwholesome by NBC after 
five years, had been removed from the 
show at the start of the 1970 season. 
But there were more moves to compen- 
sate for such lapses in tastelessness. 
The 12 sex objects, the Golddiggers,

whom Dean had introduced in the 
spring of 1968, were now replaced, in 
1971, by the even more offensively 
named Ding-a-Ling Sisters. 

The first show of the season, on 
which the four Ding-a-Ling Sisters 
made their bump-and-grind debut, al- 
зо featured a hot-pants dance routine 
by Liberace and Art Carney, as well as 
a cue-card girl with the script written on 
her belly. In one routine, Dean and Rich- 
ard Castellano, soon to portray Clemen- 
za іп The Godfather, played monks who 
had taken a vow of silence. The joke cen- 
tered on waiting 20 years to find out 
where the toilet was. 

The fact of Dean's narrowing main- 
stream popularity was well illustrated on 
October 5 at the Boston Garden. Lib- 
erace had sold out the Garden's 15,000 
seats on Labor Day Sunday. Tickets for 
Elvis's upcoming concert on the tenth 
nearly sold out overnight. Yet when pro- 
moters lured Dean to the Garden for a 
guarantee of $100,000, more than half 
the seats remained unsold. He stayed 
onstage for barely 30 minutes, then 
flew back west with his hundred 
grand. 


In December, onstage at the Riviera 
in Las Vegas, he fell silent a moment 
as if in thought. 

“| hate guys that sing serious,” he 
said, 

Meanwhile, there was more trouble 
with “The Dean Martin Show.” In April 
Life had taken a look at what it called 
“the witless reign of King Leer.” It had 
seen "Deano, slumped inside his neon 
suntan, a cigarette hanging out of his 
mouth like a fuse.” It had been repelled 
by “the drinking jokes" and "the mam- 
mary gland jokes." The show's sexual 
humor was one of "calculated degra- 
dation." It was "pathological-anti-wom- 
an and anti-man, too." It could be "en- 
tertaining only to monsters or to people 
wholly incapable of love." In conclusion, 
"Deano's systematic sniggering dimin- 
ishes all of us, and if the radical femi- 
nists want to picket next Thursday 
night, I'll join them if they'll have me." 

In May, at a Los Angeles meeting of 
NBC affiliates, the local stations had 
sided with Life—and, they claimed, an 
increasing number of their viewers—in 
expressing their concern to the network. 
They complained that "The Dean Mar- 
tin Show" was "too suggestive" and in 
"questionable taste." NBC had taken 
their concern to heart, and in June, pro- 
ducer Greg Garrison announced to the 
show's writers and production staff 
that things would have to be cleaned 
up and toned down for the upcoming 
season. 

On "The Tonight Show" in October, 
Johnny Carson asked Dean if the gos- 
sip was true, that his divorce from Jean- 
nie would cost him millions of dollars. 
"Ah," Dean dismissed the matter with 
a wave. "I'll still have enough left over 
to go back and take care of all the hook- 
ers in Steubenville." Several years be- 
fore, the Steubenville city fathers had 
named a desolate stretch of ugly high- 
way on the eastern outskirts. of town 
Dean Martin Boulevard in his honor. The 
day after his comment on the Johnny 
Carson show, the local WSTV "Phone 
Party" radio program received a flurry 
of calls demanding that his name be re- 
moved from the highway. 

The eighth season of “The Dean Mar- 
tin Show" was disastrous. It never 
placed above 24th in the ratings. The 
problem could not be blamed solely, or 
perhaps even primarily, on the touchi- 
ness of women who no longer shaved 
their legs and of the men who loved 
them. Cultural fashion, the changing gal- 
vanic sensibilities of the times, had a lot 
to do with it. But the ultimate reality of 
Dean's divorce from Jeannie and mar- 
riage to a much younger woman had 
as much, or more, to do with it. As his 
ex-partner put it: "The public is a 
strange duck. They'll turn on you." Di- 
no had shattered America's comforting 
image of him as a man who at heart 
hewed to the traditional values. His 
long marriage to Jeannie, the family 
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Christmas shows, the illusion of the old- 
fashioned family man that dwelt be- 
neath the rogue—these, as much as his 
menefreghismo and as much as what 
gifts God gave him, were what had en- 
deared him to his fans. Now he had be- 
trayed them. Through the sundering sin 
of illusion-deprivation, he had aban- 
doned them as surely as he had aban- 
doned Jeannie. 

Even the easy-listening charts now 
were closed to his lying songs of love. 
His last, barely noticeable gasp of a 
pop hit, "Get On With Your Livin'," re- 
leased in July, appeared only at the 
very bottom of the easy-listening 
charts, and only for two weeks. In Au- 
gust, when the National Organization for 
Women announced "The Dean Martin 
Show," along with Last Tango in Paris, 
as winners of its Keep-Her-in-Her- 
Place awards, it was almost anticlimac- 
tic. The show already lay castigated 
and castrated, barely renewed for an- 
other season. 

The first of Dean's new NBC specials 
was taped in July at a Beverly Hills 
club called Caves de Roy. His guests 
were Ronald and Nancy Reagan, 
Robert Mitchum, and Angie Dickinson. 
The show was broadcast, as "Dean's 
Place," on September 6. By then he 
had also taped a holiday special, 
"Dean Martin's California Christmas," 
with Dionne Warwick and Freddy Fend- 
er, "Dean's Place" would prove to be a 
failure. 

Except for the Christmas specials, a 
two-part special called "Dean Martin's 
Red Hot Scandals," and increasingly 
rare appearances on other people's 
shows, Dean's presence on television 
after 1975 would be represented by 
"The Dean Martin Celebrity Roast." 

It was a dais of despair. They sat at 
banquet tables at either side of the po- 
dium: the undead of dreamland and the 
fleeting stars of the television seasons, 
each rising in turn at the beckoning of 
Dean or his bloated sidekick, Orson 
Welles, to deliver the moribund jokes 
consigned to him for the occasion. 
Taped in part at the NBC studio in Bur- 
bank and partly at the Ziegfeld Room 
of the MGM Grand in Vegas, its guests 
often delivered their lines to empty 
chairs or pretended spontaneous laugh- 
ter at words that had been uttered in 
another state. 

As many as a thousand cut-and- 
paste edits were done to give each 
show the illusion that everyone was to- 
gether in the same place at the same 
time. But no amount of editing could van- 
quish the pervasive air of hollow arti- 
ficiality that came through. The forced 
attempts at humor came from a ten- 
writer assembly line; only Jonathan Win- 
ters and Don Rickles were ever allowed 
to write their own material. The jokes 
were so bad and the canned laughter 
so false, and that pervading hollow ar- 
tificiality so funereal, that the shows had 
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the quality of a relentlessly monotonous 
but vaguely disquieting dream. 

There were those who found “The 
Dean Martin Celebrity Roast" entertain- 
ing. There were those who lived 
canned lives, who found release 
through canned laughter. "Time cries 
and lets you care,” the commercial 
said. Canned sadness, canned happi- 
ness: a wasteland full of empty cans. 
And there slouched Dean boozily at the 
dais—perhaps alone among the emp- 
ty chairs, perhaps with the ghosts of oth- 
ers nearby—laughing forlornly at God 
only knew what. That image of him, pre- 
siding abstractedly at this convivium of 
artificial life, would be the one that Amer- 
ica retained, a final remembrance, as 
he faded from the prime-time heartland 
of mediocrity to the realm of myth. 


The so-called "Rat Pack Tour” of 1988, 
featuring Martin, Sinatra, and Sammy 
Davis, Jr., opened to a full house of 
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Jerry Lewis said it all: 
"Can you pay two men nine 
million dollars to say 
‘Did you take a bath this 
morning?’ ‘Why, is 
there one missing?’ Yet 
that’s what we did.” 
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16,000 at the Oakland Coliseum Arena 
on March 13. 

“Will someone tell me why we're 
here?" Dean wondered aloud back- 
stage to Sinatra and Sammy. Neither of 
them answered him. 

Dean went on first. There were prob- 
lems with the sound system, cries of 
"Can't hear you!" and "Louder!" He 
sang seven songs. Davis came out and 
did 35 minutes. After an intermission, Si- 
natra did his half hour, then the three 
of them closed together with a 20-min- 
ute medley. Dean fell behind the oth- 
ers by a few bars. "Don't worry, he'll 
catch up to us," Sinatra said. 

"| wanna go home," Dean hollered, 
and laughter swept through the crowd, 
but it was more than a joke. 

At one point, his mood seemed sud- 
denly to change. He looked long and 
hard at the faceless sea beyond the 
stage. What the fuck was he doing 
here, and who the fuck were these peo- 
ple? He took a final drag from his ciga- 
rette and flicked the burning butt into 
the crowd. 

Sinatra confronted him about it after 
the show. Dean told him to fuck off. 


"| can't take this," Dean said in Chi- 
cago. "I'm getting out of here." 

He chartered a plane and flew back 
to Los Angeles that midnight. To avoid 
problems, he checked into Cedars- 
Sinai Medical Center. It was announced 
that he had been forced to quit the 
tour due to a flare-up of his "old kidney 
problem" and was undergoing a com- 
plete diagnosis by his personal physi- 
cian, Dr. Charles Kivowitz. 

Dean had lasted only a week. Sinatra 
and Sammy went on alone to Blooming- 
ton, Minnesota. It was obvious that 
Dean had no intention of rejoining 
them. Producer George Schlatter can- 
celed the scheduled taping of the April 
6 Radio City Music Hall show that had 
been planned for an HBO special. On 
April 15, Liza Minnelli took Dean's 
place, and the tour went on anew as the 
Ultimate Event. Dean did not tarry long 
in the hospital, and it was soon an- 
nounced that he would be opening— 
alone—at Bally's Grand in Vegas on 
April 28. 


He knew where he was, and he knew 
who that was, wheeling out the big birth- 
day cake toward him on the stage of 
Bally's Grand. Jerry looked good, God 
bless him, since he'd gotten off the 
shit.

In this summer of political 
discontent, neither presiden- 
tial candidate nor the putative 
leaders of their parties have 
indicated any real awareness 
of the added pain endured in 
the last three years by Ameri- 
ca's veterans and their fami- 
lies. In. the primary cam- 
paigns, much was made of 
politicians’ assertions that 
“people are hurting out 
there!" These declarations of 
feigned surprise and croco- 
dile tears made it all too plain 
that those in 
were only inferentially con- 
cerned with the real problems 
of those persons they had 
been elected to represent. 

In particular, America's vet- 
erans had become first in 
war; first to be fired in the re- 
cession that President Bush 
and his economic "experts" 
said didn't exist; and last in 
the interests of gabble-babble 
politicians who spend their 
waking hours cajoling money 
to guarantee their re-election, 
kiting checks or giving them- 
selves interest-free overdraft 
loans, and expanding and 
guarding their perks of office. 

For the past several 
years, economists of varying 
Stripes and political persua- 
sions have been trying to fig- 
ure out what caused the re- 
cession and when it actually 
began. Suffice it to say that 
what was happening to vet- 
erans at the tail end of the 
Reagan administration and 
the beginning of the Bush ad- 
ministration was an accurate 
precursor of the economic 
troubles that lay ahead for the 
rest of the nation. 

The first clear danger sig- 
nal at the beginning of the 
Bush administration was an 
unexplained upward blip in 
the foreclosure rate of De- 
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partment of Veterans' Af- 
fairs-insured mortgages. The 
department's Bush appoin- 
tees waved this evidence 
away on the grounds that it 
was “anecdotal” and that fore- 
closures were to be expected 
їп а dynamic, expanding, pros- 
perous economy. 

At the time it was difficult 
to challenge the administra- 
tion's spurious nonsense, how- 
ever. As the S & L debacle— 
like the expanding nature of 
the AIDS epidemic—could 
no longer be denied or ex- 
plained as a self-correcting 
quirk of the market, it became 
clear that there was a relation- 
ship between D.V.A. mort- 
gage foreclosures, S 4 L 
frauds, and the rise of vets 
unemployment in construc- 
tion and related real estate 
investment. 

As the trickle of D.V.A. fore- 
closures began to swell, the 
Bush administration did noth- 
ing to stanch the flow of red 
ink and the number of veter- 
ans who were losing their 
homes and their jobs. 

When we brought these 
facts to our readers' attention 
several years ago, the D.V.A. 
"stiffed" us by claiming that 
its mortgage foreclosures 
and the resulting rise in un- 
employment of Vietnam vet- 


erans was merely an aberrant 
phenomenon, much like our 
earlier "false" concern over 
the unacknowledged delete- 
rious effects of Agent Orange 
and post-traumatic stress 
disorder on only a "few" Viet- 
nam vets who were medical 
malingerers and chronic com- 
plainers. In other words, Pent- 
house would be accepted in 
the halls of the bureaucracy 
as long as we focused on the 
feel-good “1,000 points of 
light" of vets helping them- 
selves and one another. 

It is not surprising that the 
Bush administration chose to 
ignore the increase in veter- 
ans' foreclosures and unem- 
ployment. As long as it didn't 
adversely affect the Presi- 
dent's popularity or raise a 
continuing nagging call by 
the media for some govern- 
mental action, there was no 
political reason for his admin- 
istration to concern itself 
with such a minor issue. Un- 
fortunately, although Bush's 
indifference was “politically 
correct," it is also a case of a 
needlessly lost opportunity to 
avoid major problems by deal- 
ing with them early on, when 
they are small enough to be 
fixed with conventional, less 
than massive, governmental 
fiscal tools. 


Like the former Soviet gov- 
ernment's overall failure in 
meeting the needs of its peo- 
ple, our government's record 
in dealing with veterans' is- 
sues is characterized by a pat- 
tern of ignoring or deferring 
the maintenance required to 
keep a system in operation. 
The Reagan-Bush veterans 
administrations inherited a 
mortgage program that was 
then savaged by Reaganom- 
ics and that encouraged the 
debacle of junk-bond swin- 
dies and S & L scams. These 
acts of economic perversity 
drove interest rates out of 
sight and all but eliminated vet- 
erans' chances for D.V.A. 
"guaranteed" loans. 

All this mattered very little 
to the Bush administration 
until it was too late to deal 
with the foreclosure of vet- 
erans' mortgages and the 
burgeoning unemployment 
rates among Vietnam vets. 
In this regard, the simple 
truth of the old adage that an 
ounce of prevention is worth 
a pound of cure underscores 
the disaster that veterans 
faced at the hands of in- 
different, inefficient, and 
incompetent politicos and 
bureaucrats.

"U.S.A. Confidential" has 
learned that the bombastic 
challenger to President 
Bush chickened out of an 
opportunity to answer the 
charges at a long-planned 


New York City campaign 
fund-raiser before the New 
York primary in April. 

Buchanan had accepted 
an invitation to address the 
event, which was arranged 
by the small but influential 
New York Conservative 
party. As many as 90 per- 
cent of its members were 
Buchanan supporters. So 
when, three days before 
the get-together, William F. 
Buckley, Jr., called on 
Buchanan to renounce 
statements that many com- 
mentators deemed anti- 
Semitic, conservative lead- 
ers assumed the fund- 
raiser would provide the 
candidate with a conve- 
nient forum. 

Instead, 24 hours before 
the event was due to take 
place, Buchanan placed a 
call to Conservative party 
Chairman Mike Long. "He 
said he was canceling 
because he didn't want a 
hassle with the press over 
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anti-Semitism,” says a party 
insider. "Long said, 'What 
about the people who are 
coming in from all over the 
State to meet you?' Bu- 
chanan said, 'That's your 
problem. " 

With Long slamming 
Buchanan in an irate 
Speech at the event—there 
was no time to call it off— 
the fiasco has become 
Buchanan's problem. 
Though Long has calmed 
down, tactfully insisting to 
us that Buchanan ducked 
out because of an elev- 
enth-hour "scheduling 
problem,” party insiders tell 
us they'll endorse anyone 
but the right-wing columnist 
in 1996, "Maybe we'll go for 
Jack Kemp, Phil Gramm, 
Dan Quayle. Buchan- 
an's finished in New York, 
an insider says. "If he'd 
showed and said, ‘I'm 
sorry,’ that would have 
been one thing. But now 
people are thinking he 
really may be a Nazi.”

SEN. JOHN D. 
ROCKEFELLER IV 


ohn D. Rockefeller IV 

has better name 

recognition than 

George Bush or 
Ronald Reagan—indeed, 
than any American 
politician since Franklin 
Roosevelt. At six foot six 
and a half inches (he 
always mentions the half- 
inch), he is a slim, 
handsome figure who 
looks less than his 55 
years. His wife Sharon— 
now the president of 
Washington's local public- 
TV station—is the daugh- 
ter of former senator 
Charles Percy, a Repub- 
lican grandee who 
chaired the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. 


"Jay" Rockefeller, a 
Democratic senator from 
a Republican dynasty, a 
New York-born New 
Englander representing 
one of the poorest and 
most rural states in the 
nation—West Virginia—is 
the quintessential mav- 
erick. He took a degree in 
Far Eastern languages 
and history at Harvard, 
then spent three years at 
Tokyo Christian University 
(he says his Japanese is 
still “quite fluent"), then a 
year at Yale getting a 
certificate in Chinese. If 
that sounds like ideal 
training for а future 
American diplomat, that's 
exactly what he had in 
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mind. But as an alternative to military 
service in Vietnam, he became an as- 
sistant to Sargent Shriver, the first 
head of the Peace Corps, then went to 
West Virginia as a volunteer in VISTA, 
the domestic peace corps. As he told 
Penthouse interviewer Russell Warren 
Howe, this experience "turned my life 
upside down.” 

Immediately after his VISTA service, 
he was elected to the West Virginia 
House of Delegates, going on to serve 
four years as secretary of state in 
Charleston, three years as president of 
West Virginia Wesleyan College, then 
eight years as governor. In 1984 he was 
elected to the U.S. Senate, then re- 
elected in 1990. In 1996 he will have 


to choose between running for the Sen- 
ate again and running for the White 
House. 

A year ago he was viewed by many 
as the front-runner for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, but last August 
he decided not to run. He remains in 
the forefront on such domestic issues 
as health care (he chaired the Pepper 
Commission), education, and child 
care; he is himself the father of four chil- 
dren. Senator Bob Kerrey of Nebraska, 
a presidential candidate in the prima- 
ries, took on most of Rockefeller's poli- 
cies—going one further on health care 
by defying the health-insurance lobby 
and embracing the Canadian system. 

Rockefeller is still seen by many in 


Do you have any regrets about decid- 
ing not to run for president this year? 

| have no regrets. On August 7 last 
year, during a speech in Charleston, 
West Virginia, | said that it had become 
clear to me that if | ran, | would have to 
devote every waking hour and every 
ounce of strength to the process and 
mechanics of a mammoth national cam- 
paign. That would mean sacrificing the 
critical time necessary to focus on gov- 
erning the country, to planning a 
Rockefeller administration—something 
| had only had three months to do. I've 
never run for office just to win. I've run 
to get things done, to make life a little 
better for people. 

I've always believed іп an America of 
industrial might and agricultural boun- 
ty, where our brightest minds would 
turn out electronics and automobiles, 
not junk bonds and video games, 
where a farmer could feed his family as 
well as the world. Maybe it's a naive 
thought in the 1990s, but | was raised 
to believe in people taking care of one 
another, No one prospers alone. Suc- 
cess at the expense of someone else 
is hollow. During the eighties, our so- 
called leaders changed all that. Stan- 
dards and expectations were lowered. 
We were encouraged to forget that cor- 
porations are accountable to their work- 
ers. Reagan and Bush have built a Ber- 
lin Wall through our economy, lavishing 
tax breaks and corporate perks on the 
lucky few. Two Republican presidents 
have tried their utmost to wall us off, one 
from another, with fear—workers 
against environmentalists, rich against 
poor, black against white, and so on. 
So | decided that this meant that we 
have to change the system, and that 
more than three months was needed to 
make a blueprint. 

You sound like Jerry Brown. 

Well, Governor Brown is right about 
many things. | don't agree with him 100 
percent, but he'd certainly be better for 
the country than George Bush. 

If Bush is re-elected this year, а 
whole raft of would-be Democratic pres- 
idents will have written themselves off. 
In that event, would you run in 1996? 
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Obviously, a future run depends on 
what happens in November; 1996 is too 
far away at this point to begin making 
plans. 

If Mario Cuomo had entered this 
year's race, would you have expected 
him to become the nominee? 

Speculating about speculations is nev- 
er wise. Mario would have been a for- 
midable candidate, should he have de- 
cided to run. But from the start, there 
have been Democrats in the race who 
can offer Americans bold and progres- 
sive leadership, and who can beat 
George Bush. 

Generals say that battles are largely 
decided by the enemy's mistakes. So 
does that mean that 1992 is a good 
year for the Democrats to fight a presi- 
dential election on domestic-policy is- 
sues? 

Well, that's what my considering a 
race myself was all about; but, of 
course, my campaign wouldn't have 
been solely on domestic issues. The 
President is very weak on foreign poli- 
cy, too—other than on keeping the 
peace. The most important foreign- 
policy issue is economics, of which 
trade is a major part. In my judgment, 
the President is very naive on trade; he 
looks upon the world as he would like 
to see it, as opposed to what it is. And 
that's particularly the case with Japan, 
and now China. 

President Bush, like President Rea- 
gan, is waiting for the rest of the world 
to act as we do. They have such a free- 
trade philosophy that they can't believe 
that everybody else doesn't think that 
way. The Japanese haven't [thought 
that way] for two or three thousand 
years; China hasn't for 5,000 years. So 
that's a rather large gap in foreign poli- 
cy. | think Bush is entirely deficient on 
domestic policy, but pretty deficient on 
foreign policy, too. 

General Alexander Haig told me ina 
Penthouse interview a few years ago 
that the only issues that turn all Ameri- 
cans on are foreign-policy issues. Isn't 
America too preoccupied with impos- 
ing its own "new world order” on 
everyone else? 


the party as a president-in-waiting, a 
man of conscience and principle—but 
Not to the point of embracing former gov- 
ernor Edmund "Jerry" Brown's views on 
campaign finance. With a fortune esti- 
mated by Barron's magazine at over 
$100 million, he has largely paid for his 
own West Virginia campaigns and 
would join in any presidential race with 
а financial head start. 

Rockefeller spoke twice to Russell 
Warren Howe, demonstrating a balance 
between beliefs in the need for "funda- 
mental change" in domestic policy and 
a conservative faith in America's con- 
tinuing role as a superpower. On the 
eve of the party convention this month, 
he still sounds like a contender. 


Well, neither the administration nor 
the American people have any sense 
of what that new world order is. | don't 
think the President has a sense of 
what it is. That, | cannot understand, 
since he's told us that he has this "vi- 
Sion." / certainly don't know what it is, 
and | don't think he does. | think he's 
dealing with the world as Reagan did— 
you negotiate nuclear-disarmament 
treaties bilaterally with the Russians. 
Well, sure, that's a problem, but not the 
whole problem. 

| think the new world order means 
that we maintain preeminence in world 
affairs. On the one hand, that means a 
military presence—perhaps not as 
much as in the past, more mobile, per- 
haps more flexible. | feel no particular 
pride that we had to lease a Russian 
vessel to move our troops to the Mid- 
dle East [for Operation Desert Shield], 
that we were deficient in mobility. 

Secondly, | think the new world or- 
der is going to be based on economic 
strength, that what comes out of a bar- 
ге! of a gun is going to be dollars or yen 
or deutsche marks, not bullets. But 
that does not ignore the existence of 
rogue nations—the Libyans, the Iraqis, 
potentially the Iranians and the Syrians: 
people who go out and buy Exocet mis- 
siles and biological weapons, and try 
to build atomic weapons, A lot of instabil- 
ity is kind of the new danger—not so 
much lobbing missiles back and forth 
with the Russians, but handling rogue 
nations out there. 

I take it that you do think that the 
United States should preserve its role 
as a superpower, even though the 
Cold War is over? 

Oh, very much so. | think that every 
country in the world, and most impor- 
tantly ours, is monumentally disserved 
if we do not maintain that position, and 
be seen to maintain it—military 
strength as well as economic strength, 
which the Bush administration has frit- 
tered away. The chairman of the Presi- 
dent's Council of Economic Advisers 
said last year, “What difference does it 
make if you sell 100 computer chips or 
100 potato chips?" Anybody who 
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could say that doesn't understand the 
economic world. 

їп domestic policy, you've taken the 
lead on national health insurance. Amer- 
ica's the only industrial country without 
it. Even in advanced economic powers 
like Bulgaria or Portugal— 

[Chuckling] Well, in some countries 
it's job-based only, but in some it's uni- 
versal. 

What sort of national health program 
do you hope to see? Will we have some- 
thing as good as Canada's? 

Well, of course, ! hope we'll have 
something better. If we were to do the 
Canadian system in this country—single- 
payer national insurance as opposed to 
universal health insurance—it would 
Cost us, for comprehensive coverage, 
$325 billion [annually]. It took the Ca- 
nadians 25 years to put theirs in place, 
and it's not a national system, really. It's 
a provincial system, state by state. 

Our present system needs to be sub- 
stantially reformed. | would prefer that 
itbe made to work than to go to the Ca- 
nadian system. We are not Canadians! 
What | would like to do is take our pres- 
ent system, which is job-based and re- 
tains an element of choice and uses the 
private-insurance market, and reform it. 
Cost can be contained if there's a will 
to do so. Eighty-five percent of Ameri- 
cans get their. health insurance 
through their jobs, and those who don't 
or can't ought to be able to. 

Tinkering with the present system in- 


stead of radical reform brings up the 
Tole of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, the powerful doctor's lobby—some- 
thing that exists in America but nowhere 
else—which opposes a national health 
system. You made a very flattering 
speech last year to a regional A.M.A. 
conference, congratulating them on rec- 
ognizing the need for some change. So 
the A.M.A. has drawn in its horns—but 
has it changed its spots? 

Well, we'll see. The drawing in of the 
horns is significant. | think the A.M.A. 
understands—as | think the larger 
health-insurance companies are begin- 
ning to understand—that we are now in 
real peril, and that our health-care sys- 
tem as we know it is in jeopardy of fail- 
ure. The A.M.A. reflexively used to de- 
ny that. They are more understanding 
of the situation now. They've put out a 
proposal for a universal health-care 
plan which is no different from the Pep- 
per Commission [plan] except in cost 
control—which is absolutely critical. 
Cost control requires sacrifices by doc- 
tors and hospitals. 

You've also made education reform 
a priority. Worldwide, America comes 
somewhere near last in math, history, 
geography, and languages. In our pub- 
lic schools, the Beetle Baileys set the 
norm. Can anything be done? 

There surely is a solution, if we real- 
ly want to do something about it. This 
morning | spent four hours with people 
in the private-education sector, discuss- 


ing the problem. My own view is that the 
answer lies in something called school- 
based management, whereby princi- 
pals, teachers, and parents have 
much more to say in the actual gover- 
nance and curriculum, the ambience, 
and everything else, than the education- 
al bureaucracy. The problem is the ed- 
ucational bureaucracy. The solution is 
involving teachers and parents with 
strong principles, in a variety of ways. 
| have seen this work in several 
places, all over the country. With com- 
mon sense and strong leadership, inner- 
city schools have turned from terrifying 
places into enormously stimulating and 
productive places. 

Shouldn't there be a longer school 
year? More disciplined work? More 
homework? 

Yes. Whether it has to be the 245 
days of Japan, | don't know—that 
would be asking too much of a country 
that is different; but 180 days is insuffi- 
cient, and three and a half hours aver- 
age weekly homework is ridiculous. And 
there's far too much television watch- 
ing allowed by parents—even by chil- 
dren in school. 

There has to be enormous behavior 
modification in this country. | also be- 
lieve in choice within the public-school 
system—a market. Most of the 
changes wouldn't be very expensive, al- 
though we should pay teachers prop- 
erly. We need to get good teachers in 
the profession, particularly in science 
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апа .math. That requires money, no 
doubt about that, and the states would 
need federal help. The word is account- 
ability. The Children's Commission, 
which | have chaired for two and a half 
years, has worked out the most com- 
prehensive program for children in this 
century. | say that with obvious pride. 
There's still a reservoir of willingness 
and capacity in this country if it's gal- 
vanized, if it's challenged, if it's shown 
what the results could be. 

We are cynical, but yet there's an 
enormous willingness to do better. 
What we've done so far in government 
is to set up a remarkable system of anti- 
family and anti-work policies which short- 
circuit families' efforts to do well. 
Education is a good example: The 
bureaucracy is overwhelming. 

Go to the worst slums in New York 
City and look at a parochial school and 
a public school, and the difference is 
enormous, with the same sort of chil- 
dren. Eighty-three percent of the paro- 
chial kids graduate. In a public school 
two blocks away, it's 30 percent, So ob- 
viously, it can be done. 

Do you mean that we should make 
the public schools more like the paro- 
chial schools, without the religious fac- 
tor—more disciplined? 

No. Discipline is not really an art 
form, It could be done even in public 
schools, if the teachers weren't over- 
whelmed with paperwork and with bu- 
reaucrats looking over their shoulders.

Some of them don't have time to teach— 
only to discipline. 

What reforms would you like to see 
on the environment? 

Toxic waste is like the S 8 L crisis; 
yet we pay for the S & L mess, but not 
for cleanup. We're doing less than one 
percent of what's needed. Oil should 
not have more than a reasonable 
place in our trade—right now it's a 
third of our trade deficit, That's an en- 
vironmental problem. | 

You're in favor of using more West Vir- 
ginia coal, and methanol. 

And ethanol and electric vehicles 
and a lot more. I'm very, very serious 
about that. If we can keep our automo- 
bile industry in business long enough, 
we can back oil out of our transporta- 
tion system. The effect of sulfur and 
other dioxides would be reduced. 

Most reforms of anything cost mon- 
ey. How would you go about reducing 
the budget deficit and the public inter- 
national debt? 

Education doesn't cost all that 
much to reform. Health care costs 
more if you don't do it. The average 
cost of our health care now is $3,200 
per person annually. Eight and a half 
years from now—if we go on as we are 
now—it will cost $22,000 per head. 
That's one health plan for one person! 
Unacceptable! 

But at the moment, American living 
standards depend on the success of Ja- 
pan and Germany, and generous invest- 


ment from them and the oil countries. 
What can be done to make America 
pay its own way? 

The answer is savings. The first 
thing that has to happen is to have the 
leadership explain to us, in words that 
are not only harsh but also hopeful, 
where we are. We Americans are living 
more above our means than anyone 
else. Especially, we are borrowing 
above our means. 

You mean the U.S. government is a 
credit card deadbeat? 

Yes. But that's because no one has 
ever told us anything different. The Re- 
publican eighties have been about 
greed and excess consumption and tax 
cuts for the rich, which basically 
created our federal deficit, which is 
growing by $750 billion a year. 

Do you favor any drastic solutions? 
| presume you're against a constitution- 
al amendment banning deficit budgets? 

Absolutely. It doesn't work. Anything 
which is incredibly simple is unlikely to 
work—such as the line-item veto. 
That's one of my frustrations with Pres- 
ident Reagan and President Bush— 
they've made careers out of talking 
about line-item vetoes and capital 
gains and avoiding the issues. | am of 
the belief—as David Stockman has writ- 
ten—that the Reagan administration set 
about creating a deficit, even though 
Reagan himself probably didn't under- 
stand what he was doing. The idea was 
that the deficit would be large enough 
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to stop social spending, which they 
didn'twant to undertake. And they large- 
ly succeeded. 

Does the end of the Cold War mean 
that foreign policy is less important in 
this election than in any since 1940? 

No, In fact, the changes that the end 
of the Cold War present to us are 
enormously challenging. Our relation- 
ship with Japan, for instance . . . 

You have a background in the Far 
East. Wouldn't you like to see a U.S. 
policy toward Japan that went beyond 
blaming Japan for America's shortcom- 
ings? That seems to be the current pol- 
icy of both parties. 

Well, there's a good deal to blame in 
Japan, and there's a good deal to 
blame in this country. | know a lot 
about Japan, and! believe we have ev- 
ery right to be very severe in our judg- 
ments about each other. Indeed, that's 
my definition of a useful relationship. Be- 
cause we both have a lot to do to get 
our houses in order. They have theirs 
in order in how they do their economy, 
to an almost enormous degree, but 
they find flexibility very difficult because 
of their homogeneity; they find it diffi- 
cult to open up to exports, whether 
they be refugees or products. 

But they're not asking the world to ac- 
cept a new world order of their own de- 
sign. Isn't that one of their qualities? 

Yes, and they are in fact doing more 
foreign assistance than we are—or any- 
one else. But they backed into it. 
They're always behind the curve be- 
cause they don't see themselves in in- 
ternational terms, because they're so in- 
ward-looking. 

Is that such a bad thing? America 
was inward-looking and backed into for- 
eign policy by reaction for nearly two 
centuries, and people "liked" us then. 

Well, whether it's bad or not depends 
on whether you're Japanese or not. It's 
not bad if you're Japanese. They've al- 
ways been an in-going country for thou- 
sands of years, and when we took away 
their military, we deprived them of in- 
ternational responsibility. We don't re- 
alize how isolationist the Japanese are. 
We're taught in our schools that the Jap- 
anese were terrified of Admiral Perry's 
steamships, but in point of fact, the Jap- 
anese adjusted immediately to the sit- 
uation by offering him two small ports. 
We declared victory, but the victory was 
in fact theirs. We've always been naive 
about Japan. 

Are you saying the Japanese govern- 
ment should be more assertive in a 
world leadership role—that, like the Eu- 
ropean Community, it should compete 
with Washington for world leadership? 

| think the Japanese should be very 
complementary to the United States 
about world leadership, and they have 
the resources financially to do what we 
cannot do now—untie aid to Third 
World countries. And they should open 
their markets to Third World products, 


which they don't do sufficiently. They 
could be enormously effective in eco- 
nomic assistance. They could do an 
enormous amount in the former Soviet 
Union—even if this might not be in our 
interest. 

What about China? 

| think George Bush is as captivated 
by China as Americans were in the nine- 
teenth century. They fell in love with Chi- 
na. It was kind of a cult. Bush was 
there as Nixon's envoy, and he thinks 
they're quite remarkable and that they 
тау: respond to his blandishments. 

If you were president, how would 
your policy toward China be different? 

It's my view that America has to be 
governed by a sense of economics and 
self-interest. That's what foreign policy 
has always been—what's in the inter- 
est of your own country. We have 
been overwhelmingly generous to the 
rest of the world—Asia, Europe, virtu- 
ally all countries. But we've never 
been particularly generous to ourselves, 
We now have to look after our own in- 
terests while maintaining the world lead- 
ership position in security terms, and a 
large moral and physical presence. We 
must accept that the rest of the world 
operates in its own interests. Only Can- 
ada and the Unites States are free trad- 
ers. As far as Chinese human-rights 
abuses are concerned, we should use 
what pressure we have—economic 
pressure. 

Let's move to the Middle East for a 
minute. Your father-in-law, Senator 
Charles Percy, risked and lost his Sen- 
ate seat trying to get a peace process 
going against Israeli wishes. 

Yes, but | don't think anyone has 
come up with a very definite way of di- 
minishing that problem. With Israel 
spending 26 percent of its G.N.P. on 
the military because it's surrounded by 
people who want to push it into the sea, 
it would be difficult to persuade them 
to act in anyone's interest but their own. 

Now that the campaign is about to 
begin in earnest, what are George 
Bush's principal weaknesses? 

George Bush has one principal weak- 
ness: He has no principles.
